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State  Bungling  To  Blame? 


Bangor  Teens  Plead  Guilty  To  Manslaughter

BANGOR,  ME  —  The  criminal 
cases  against  three  local  teenagers 
accused  of  the  murder  of  a  gay 
man  have  ended,  not  with  trials  for 
murder,  but  with  the  acceptance  of 
guilty  pleas  to  reduced  charges  of 
manslaughter. 

On  Monday,  October  1,  Maine 
Assistant  Attorney  General 
Thomas  Goodwin,  the  prosecutor 
in  the  case,  accepted  pleas  of  guilty 
to  manslaughter  charges  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  July  7  killing  of 
Charles  O.  Howard  from  James 
Baines,  15,  Shawn  Mabry,  16,  and 
Daniel  Ness,  17.  In  a  20-minute 
hearing  at  the  Third  District  Court 
in  Bangor,  Judge  David  Cox  set 
sentencing  to  take  place  on  Friday, 
Oct.  5.  According  to  Goodwin,  the 
state  did  not  have  enough  evidence

WASHINGTON,  D.C  —  The 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  agreed  on 
October  1  to  hear  oral  arguments 
in  a  case  involving  an  Oklahoma 
law  that  bars  schoolteachers  from 
publicly  advocating  homosexuali¬ 
ty- 

The  state  of  Oklahoma  asked 
the  high  court  to  hear  Board  of 
Education  v.  National  Gay  Task 
Force  after  a  three-member  panel 
of  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for 
the  Tenth  Circuit  ruled  that  the 
law  was  unconstitutionally  broad 
and  violated  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment. 

The  law  is  known  as  the  Helms 
Law,  after  Mary  Helms,  the  state 
legislator  who  introduced  the  bill 
and  brought  such  notables  as 
Anita  Bryant  to  Oklahoma  to  lob¬ 
by  for  its  passage.  It  permits  local 
school  districts  to  dismiss  a 
teacher  for  engaging  in  homosex¬ 
ual  activity  or  “advocating, 
soliciting,  imposing,  encouraging 
or  promoting  public  or  private 
homosexual  activity  in  a  manner 
that  creates  a  substantial  risk  that 
such  conduct  will  come  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  schoolchildren  or 
school  employees.” 

The  National  Gay  Task  Force, 
with  the  help  of  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union,  challenged 
the  law  on  behalf  of  Oklahoma 
teachers,  none  of  whom  were  will¬ 
ing  to  risk  dismissal  by  challenging 
the  law  as  an  individual.  The 
Court  of  Appeals  upheld  that  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  law  dealing  with 
homosexual  activity,  but  declared 
unconstitutional  that  section  con¬ 
cerning  advocacy. 

Indeed,  according  to  Virginia 
Apuzzo,  executive  director  of  the 
National  Gay  Task  Force 
(NGTF),  the  Oklahoma  law  is  so 
broad  that  a  straight  teacher  who 
publicly  states  that  he  or  she  feels 
that  the  Helms  Law  is  unfair  to 
homosexuals  has  met  the  law’s 
definition  of  public  advocacy  and 
could  be  fired.  “The  Helms 
Law,”  she  points  out,  “uses  the 
exact  same  language  as  Proposi¬ 
tion  6,  the  referendum  defeated  in 
California.  Ronald  Reagan,  in  an 
article  in  the  November  1,  1978 
Los  Angeles  Herald-Examiner, 
came  out  against  Proposition  6. 
Theoretically,  the  President  could 


to  pursue  charges  of  murder 
against  the  trio. 

Judge  Cox  is  expected  to 
sentence  the  teenagers  to  terms  in 
the  Maine  Youth  Center.  Under 
the  state  juvenile  code,  the  defen¬ 
dants  must  be  released  on  or 
before  their  21st  birthdays.  Of¬ 
ficials  at  the  Maine  Youth  Center 
are  charged  with  determining  the 
length  of  incarceration  and  parole 
eligibility. 

In  a  telephone  interview,  Good¬ 
win  told  GCN,  “It  became  ap¬ 
parent  to  me  and  everyone  else 
that  the  evidence  would  support  a 
charge  of  manslaughter.  And  the 
difference  is  the  state  of  mind.  We 
had  to  prove  they  intended  to  kill 
Howard  or  that  their  conduct 
would  kill  Howard.  The  evidence 


be  fired  from  a  teaching  position 
in  Oklahoma  for  having  engaged 
in  what  the  Helms  Law  defines  as 
public  homosexual  conduct.” 

The  date  of  oral  arguments  has 
not  been  set,  but  it  was  learned  on 
October  3  that  Lawrence  Tribe, 
who  occupies  the  constitutional 
law  chair  at  Harvard  University 
Law  School,  will  be  delivering  the 
oral  arguments  for  NGTF.  Tribe, 
who  is  considered  one  of  the  most 
prominent  constitutional  lawyers 
in  the  country,  won  all  three  of  the 
cases  he  argued  before  the  court 
last  term,  including  a  stunning  vic¬ 
tory  for  Hawaii’s  ambitious  land 
reform  program. 

Tribe  has  represented  the  city  of 
Boston  on  a  number  of  occasions, 
defending  the  city’s  right  to 
engage  in  political  advertising  and 
to  require  public  works  contrac¬ 
tors  to  give  preference  to  local 
residents  on  work  crews.  He  has 
literally  written  the  book  on  con¬ 
stitutional  law,  American  Consti¬ 
tutional  Law,  which  is  used  as  3 
textbook  in  law  schools  across  the 
country. 

Tribe  made  his  announcement 
on  a  television  program,  The  Free¬ 
man  Report,  but  declined  to  com¬ 
ment  on  the  Oklahoma  case  until 
he  has  had  a  chance  to  review  it. 

Many  lawyers  in  Washington 
wonder  nervously  about  how  the 
case  will  fare  before  a  high  court 
whose  recent  decisions  have  in¬ 
dicated  a  distinct  shift  to  the 
right.  Others,  fearing  that 
Reagan’s  election  and  his  appoint¬ 
ment  of  additional  judges  to  the 
Supreme  Court  are  inevitable,  feel 
that  the  Court  as  it  is  presently 
constituted  may  offer  gay  men 
and  lesbians  the  best,  if  not  only, 
chance  for  a  First  Amendment 
victory  for  the  remainder  of  this 
century. 

As  Virginia  Apuzzo  put  it, 
“Unless  Mondale  and  Ferraro 
win,  we  have  every  reason  to  ex¬ 
pect  that  the  Supreme  Court  will 
continue  to  become  more  conser¬ 
vative.  This  is  the  first  time  in  16 
or  17  years  that  the  court  has 
agreed  to  hear  an  issue  of  this 
kind.  This  may  be  our  last  chance 
in  a  long  time  to  find  any  sym¬ 
pathetic  ears  on  the  bench.” 


showed  that  they  intended  to 
harass  him  and  beat  him  up,  but 
evidence  shows  they  didn’t  intend 
to  kill  him.” 

Goodwin  said  that  he  and  others 
working  on  the  case  believe  a 
murder  trial  would  result  in  an 
outcome  and  sentencing  similar  to 
that  of  the  plea  bargaining. 

The  Bangor  Area  Gay,  Lesbian, 
and  Straight  Coalition  (BAGLSC) 
reacted  swiftly  and  angrily  to  the 
plea  bargaining  agreement  for  the 
three  juveniles.  About  50  people 
marched  from  the  courthouse  to 
the  site  of  Howard’s  murder  on 
Monday  evening.  In  a  prepared 
statement,  coalition  members  ex¬ 
pressed  their  fear  and  outrage  that 
reduced  charges  would  amount  to 
a  license  to  queerbash  in  Bangor. 
(See  boxed  statement,  this  page.) 

Bob  Garrecht,  a  member  of 
BAGLSC,  told  GCN  that  the  pro¬ 
testors  threw  carnations  into  the 
Kenduskeag  Stream  from  the  State 
Street  Bridge,  where  Charles 
Howard,  23,  was  pursued,  beaten 
and  kicked,  and  then  thrown  into 
the  river  by  Baines,  Mabry  and 
Ness.  Howard  drowned  in  .  the 
concrete-walled  river,  unable  to 
swim  downstream  to  safety.  Gar¬ 
recht  said  the  group  vowed  never 
to  forget  Howard  and  to  continue 
work  to  improve  the  lives  of  gay 
men  and  lesbians  in  the  Bangor 
area. 

Garrecht  and  others  have  ex- 


SUFFOLK  COUNTY,  NY  — 
Conservative  Republican 
Legislator  Michael  D’Andre  has 
introduced  an  anti-pornography 
bill  in  the  county  legislature  here, 
with  overwhelming  support  from 
right-wing  fundamentalists  con¬ 
centrated  in  the  east  end  of  Long 
Island.  The  bill  is  modelfed  on 
those  authored  by  radical 
feminists  Andrea  Dworkin  and 
Catharine  MacKinnon,  and  passed 
by  city  councils  in  Minneapolis 
and  Indianopolis. 

The  Suffolk  County  bill  defines 
pornography  in  language  bor¬ 
rowed  from  Dworkin/MacKin- 
non,  as  “the  sexually  explicit 
subordinator  of  women,  graph¬ 
ically  depicted  in  pictures  or  in 
words.”  It  would  allow  in¬ 
dividuals  *0  sue  the  makers, 
sellers,  distributors,  or  exhibitors 
of  “pornography,”  and  would 
empower  civil  court  judges  to  issue 
injunctions  to  remove  materials 
from  display  or  sale,  as  well  as 
award  damages  to  complainants. 

The  Suffolk  County  version  of 
the  legislation  has  several  signi¬ 
ficant  differences  from  the  Min¬ 
neapolis/Indianapolis  bills, 
however.  Complainants  do  not  ap¬ 
pear  before  an  equal  opportunity 
or  human  rights  commission,  but 
go  directly  to  court.  Materials 
must  meet  three,  rather  than  only 
one,  of  a  list  of  nine  proscribed 
characteristics  in  order  to  qualify 
as  “pornography.”  But  most 
significantly  for  lesbians  and  gay 
men,  the  “legislative  intent”  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  law  claims  that  pornog¬ 
raphy  causes  “sodomy”  and  “des¬ 
truction  of  the  family  unit”  as  well 


pressed  bitter  doubts  about  the 
state’s  handling  of  the  case  against 
the  accused  teenagers.  He  charged 
that  Goodwin  and  his  boss,  At¬ 
torney  General  James  Tierney, 
have  done  “an  adequate  job.” 


as  rape,  child  abuse  and  other  con¬ 
ditions  “inimical  to  the  public 
good.” 

Support  for  the  legislation  is 
coming  from  the  most  conser¬ 
vative,  anti-feminist,  anti-gay  sec¬ 
tors  of  the  community.  At  the  first 
public  hearing,  held  in  Riverhead 
on  September  25,  testimony  was 
overwhelmingly  in  support  of  the 
law,  and  was  provided  primarily 
by  members  of  evangelical  Chris¬ 
tian  churches.  Speakers  decried 
promiscuity  and  perversion,  and 
called  for  thorough  censorship  of 
sexually  explicit  materials.  Spon¬ 
sor  D’Andre,  an  opponent  of  the 
ERA  and  of  lesbian  and  gay  rights, 
welcomed  this  support.  He  has 
said  that  he  would  like  to  “restore 
these  ladies  to  what  they  used  to 
be,”  and  has  noted  that'his consti¬ 
tuents  are  “sick  and  tired  of  this 
promiscuous  society.” 

Representatives  from  New 
York’s  Women  Against  Por¬ 
nography  appeared  at  the  public 
hearing  to  congratulate  D’Andre 
and  the  Suffolk  County  Legis¬ 
lature  for  their  efforts.  WAP 
spokesperson  Frances  Patai 
criticized  the  new  version  of  the 
bill,  however,  as  not  strong 
enough.  Specifically,  she  re¬ 
quested  that  materials  be  required 
to  meet  only  one  rather  than  three 
of  the  list  of  proscribed  images  in 
order  to  qualify  as  pornography. 
WAP  made  other  suggestions  to 
make  the  legislation  more  similar 
to  the  original  Minneapolis  ver¬ 
sion.  They  made  no  mention,  how¬ 
ever,  of  the  reference  in  the  bill  to 
“sodomy”  and  “destruction  of 
the  family  unit”  as  inimical  to  the 


Garrecht  said  he  felt  frustrated  by 
and  disenfranchised  from  the  legal 
process.  “I’m  angry,”  he  told 
GCN.  “The  first  day  [I  heard 
about  Charlie]  I  felt  angry  and  said

public  good. 

The  Suffolk  County  Attorney’s 
office  has  opposed  passage  of  the 
bill,  noting  that  the  right  to  sue 
cannot  be  granted  on  a  county 
level,  and  that  its  provisions  are 
too  broad  and  vague  to  stand  up 
against  First  Amendment  guaran¬ 
tees  of  free  speech.  Other  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  legislation  has  come 
from  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union,  and  from  the  New  York- 
based  Feminist  Anti-Censorship 
Taskforce  (FACT).  A  represen¬ 
tative  from  FACT  argued  at  the 
public  hearing  that  the  new  bill 
would  do  nothing  to  help  stop 
violence  and  sexual  abuse,  and 
could  be  used  against  a  wide  varie¬ 
ty  of  materials  useful  and 
pleasurable  to  women. 

Most  observers  give  the  bill  a 
fair  chance  of  passing  in  the  Coun¬ 
ty  legislature.  Suffolk  is  a  bastion 
of  moral  conservatism;  its  legisla¬ 
ture  voted  to  turn  back  money  for 
sex  education  for  teenagers  last 
year,  and  its  police  department  has 
made  numerous  arrests  of  alleged 
NAMBLA  members,  the  most  re¬ 
cent  on  October  1. 

Another  public  hearing  is 
scheduled  to  take  place  in  Haup- 
pauge  on  Tuesday,  October  9. 
Changes  in  wording  are  also  being 
proposed  before  a  final  vote  on  the 
law  is  taken.  Proponents  of  the  bill 
may  call  for  a  vote  at  any  time. 

The  Suffolk  County  Chapter  of 
the  New  York  Civil  Liberties 
Union,  which  has  called  the  bill 
“blatantly  unconstitutional,”  has 
pledged  to  challenge  it  in  court 
should  it  pass  the  legislature. 


Boston  Lawyer  Involved 

Court  To  Hear 
Teacher  Case 


Coalition  Statement 

We  are  shocked  and  outraged  at  the  lenient  and  irresponsible 
prosecution  of  the  Charles  Howard  homicide.  To  allow  the  three 
individuals  to  be  treated  as  juveniles  instead  of  adults  and  to  plea 
bargain  from  murder  to  manslaughter  lessens  the  severity  of  the 
crime  and  may  fail  to  act  as  a  deterrent.  The  taking  of  an  in¬ 
dividual’s  life,  for  any  reason,  is  a  most  serious  and  irreversible 
oTfense. 

The  Bangor  Area  Gay,  Lesbian,  Straight  Coalition  and  many 
other  concerned  citizens  of  Maine  hope  that  justice  will  prevail,  at 
least  in  the  sentencing  process. 

It  is  not  our  desire  to  seek  revenge.  While  the  purpose  of  senten¬ 
cing  a  murderer  to  prison  for  25  years  is  questionable,  it  is  the  cur¬ 
rent  standard  of  punishment  used  in  this  state.  By  applying  a  dif¬ 
ferent  standard  to  these  three  criminals,  a  precedent  is  being  set 
and  a  clear  message  is  being  sent  to  them  and  their  peers  that  the 
killing  of  a  gay  man  is  less  of  a  crime.  It  further  implies  that  this 
community  will  tolerate  crimes  against  those  who  are  different. 

To  fashion  a  sentence  to  fit  this  crime  is  not  an  easy  matter  given 
the  limited  options  left  available  through  the  current  judicial 
system.  Reasonable  and  educational  sentences  have  been  im¬ 
plemented  in  courts  by  Mothers  Against  Drunk  Drivers  (MADD) 
in  cases  where  friends  and  family  have  been  lost  forever  through 
manslaughter.  We  believe  this  case  warrants  the  same  kind  of 
intervention  in  sentencing.  Several  years’  sentence  without  parole 
in  the  Maine  Youth  Center  and  mandatory  counseling  for  these 
three  individuals  to  deal  with  their  homophobic  attitudes  would  be 
appropriate.  This  would  insure  punishment  as  well  as  rehabili¬ 
tation.

aids  in  school 

NEW  HAVEN,  CT  —  A  five-year-old  boy  with  AIDS 
has  become  the  third  publicized  case  of  an  AIDS  pa¬ 
tient  rejected  by  a  public  school.  The  superintendent 
of  schools  in  New  Haven,  John  Dow,  Jr.,  has  refused 
to  admit  the  child  to  school  or  arrange  for  tutoring  un¬ 
til  the  state  provides  appropriate  guidelines  for  handl¬ 
ing  students  with  AIDS,  according  the  Boston  Globe. 

In  June,  a  set  of  triplets  with  AIDS  were  denied 
admission  to  Miami  public  schools  and  recently  New 
York  City  preschool  children  were  refused  entrance  at 
day  care  centers.  In  both  cases,  however,  school  of¬ 
ficials  arranged  for  home  tutoring. 

The  Connecticut  boy  is  a  patient  at  Yale-New 
Haven  Hospital,  but  is  well  enough  to  leave  and  at¬ 
tend  school  as  soon  as  a  foster  home  is  found  for  him. 

Dow  said  his  presence  in  school  “poses  poten¬ 
tially  serious  health  and  labor  problems”  for  the 
school  system.  Dow  said  he  asked  the  Connecticut 
Education  Commission  for  guidance  and  received  a 
form  letter  reply  stating  his  “legal  responsibility”  to 
educate  a  child  with  AIDS,  the  same  as  any  other. 
Dow  resents  that  he  “was  given  a  stock  reply  in  the 
face  of  a  unique  situation.” 

The  boy’s  doctor,  John  Dwyer,  chief  of  im¬ 
munology  at  the  Yale-New  Haven  Hospital,  said 
“there  is  no  medical  reason  why  the  child  shouldn’t 
go  to  school.”  Dwyer  said  proper  precautions  can  be 
taken  to  protect  his  fellow  students  and  faculty  and 
staffmembers. 

Lorraine  Aronson,  deputy  director  of  the  state’s 
Education  Commission,  said  a  task  force  is  being 
formed  to  look  at  the  problem  of  AIDS  patients  in 
schools  and  that  “reasonable  and  creative  ways”  to 
provide  them  with  schooling  will  be  found.

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  executive  committee 
of  the  Gay  Rights  National  Lobby  (GRNL)  has  hired  a 
new  executive  director  for  the  group,  according  to  a 
press  release.  Washington  resident  Nancy  Roth  was 
hired  to  replace  outgoing  director  Vickey  Monrean,  ef¬ 
fective  October  1.  Roth  is  the  third  executive  director 
for  the  group  this  year. 

Monrean  announced  her  resignation  due  to  ill 
health  just  over  one  month  ago.  She  will  work  with 
Roth  as  an  unpaid  advisor  to  facilitate  a  smooth  tran¬ 
sition. 

Roth  comes  to  GRNL  with  six  years  experience 
as  a  management  consultant.  She  has  served  on 
several  community  boards,  including:  vice  president 
and  media  coordinator  of  P  Street  Festival;  a  director 
of  Beth  Mispachak,  a  gay  and  lesbian  synagogue;  a 
director  of  the  Walker-Whitman  Clinic;  and  a  coor¬ 
dinator  of  the  Washington  Area  Women’s  Center.

NEW  YORK  —  A  comprehensive  information 
sourcebook  on  new  legal  problems  associated  with 
AIDS  is  available  from  the  Lambda  Legal  Defense  and 
Education  Fund.  Staffmembers  of  Lambda  and 
cooperating  attorneys  collaborated  to  write  The  AIDS 
Legal  Guide:  A  Professional  Resource  on  AIDS- 
Related  Issues  and  Discrimination. 

The  121-page  document  is  geared  to  lawyers, 
health  professionals,  researchers  and  civil  rights  ad¬ 
vocates.  It  includes  information  on  provision  of  ser¬ 
vices,  powers  of  attorney  and  wills;  medical  in¬ 
surance;  discrimination;  housing;  confidentiality; 
military;  immigration;  prisons;  and  public  health 
benefits  law. 

An  increased  caseload  of  legal  work  related  to 
the  AIDS  epidemic  has  been  reported  by  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  legal  service  groups  in  cities  with  the  highest  in¬ 
cidence  of  AIDS.

hizzoner’s  orders 

CHICAGO  —  The  former  chief  city  building  code 
enforcement  officer  testified  on  September  21  that  it 
was  official  policy  under  Chicago  Mayors  Richard 
Daley  and  Michael  Bilandic  to  harass  gay  bars  out  of 
business,  according  to  GayLife. 

At  a  trial  of  four  reputed  mobsters  charged  with 
shaking  down  gay  bars,  Frank  Barnes  says  he  had 
orders  from  the  Mayor’s  office  and  the  building  com¬ 
mission  during  the  Daley  and  Bilandic  administra¬ 
tions  to  harass  gay  bars.  He  said  he  led  inspection 
teams  of  nine  or  ten  people,  accompanied  by  uni¬ 
formed  police,  into  gay  bars  in  early  evening  hours  to 
write  tickets  on  the  spot  for  building  code  violations. 
Barnes  said  “quite  a  few”  bars  were  shut  down 
through  this  method. 


high  school  homophobia 

AMHERST,  MA  —  A  series  of  workshops  on 
heterosexism  and  homophobia  for  high  school 
guidance  counselors  and  teachers  will  get  underway 
on  Oct.  25  at  the  Equity  Institute.  The  goal  of  the  work¬ 
shops  is  to  help  counselors  and  teachers  create  a 
less  oppressive  atmosphere  for  high  school  students 
so  they  can  pursue  their  interests  free  of  the  kind  of 
peer  pressure  that  sometimes  inhibits  students. 

Joan  Lester,  a  founder  of  Equity  Institute,  said, 
"All  students  in  high  schools  are  kept  in  rigid  sex 
roles  by  having  the  potential  smear  of  being  called 
’fag’  or  ‘lezzy’  and  of  course,  gay  and  lesbian  students 
feel  alienated  and  brutalized  in  high  school.” 

The  course  is  also  designed  to  help  eliminate 
teaching  and  counseling  practices  “that  are  often 
unintentially  homophobic,”  said  Lester. 

The  Equity  Institute,  a  non-profit  agency 
specializing  in  human  relations  training,  has  ob¬ 
tained  a  $5000  grant  from  The  Windom  Fund  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.  to  partially  fund  the  program. 

The  workshops  are  free  and  open  to  secondary 
school  teachers  and  guidance  counselors  in  all 
school  districts.

black  gays  seek  directors 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  National  Coalition  of 
Black  Gays  (NCBG)  will  increase  by  ten  the  number  of 
seats  on  its  board  of  directors  before  the  end  of  the 
year,  according  to  a  press  release.

blood  suit 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  The  survivor  of  a  woman 
who  died  of  transfusion-related  AIDS  intends  to  file 
suit  against  the  blood  bank  from  which  the  con¬ 
taminated  blood  was  obtained,  according  to  the  Gay 
News. 

Mary  Richard  Johnstone  died  in  the  first  week  of 
September.  She  received  a  blood  transfusion  during 
surgery  in  1982  at  the  University  of  California  Medical 
Center  in  San  Francisco.  Johnstone  was  given  20  units 
of  blood  during  surgery,  one  unit  of  which  had  been 
donated  by  a  man  who  later  was  diagnosed  with  and 
died  of  AIDS.  Johnstone’s  husband,  William,  faults 
the  blood  bank  for  not  screening  out  potential  donors 
from  groups  at  high  risk  for  AIDS. 

Johnstone’s  death  was  the  75th  due  to  blood 
transfusions.  At  the  beginning  of  1984,  there  were  just 
20  such  cases,  and  federal  officials  expect  that 
number  to  continue  to  rise. 


have  rally,  will  meet 

DALLAS,  T’X  —  A  rally  scheduled  to  protest  ar¬ 
rests  of  gay  men  in  a  suburban  park  prompted  city  of¬ 
ficials  to  propose  a  meeting  with  the  officers  of  a 
local  gay  organization,  according  to  the  Dallas  Voice. 

Over  120  men  have  been  arrested  in  Arlington’s 
Randol  Mill  park  for  public  lewdness  and  indecent  ex¬ 
posure  since  the  first  of  the  year.  The  Tarrant  County 
Gay  Alliance  (TCGA)  called  the  rally  for  September2l, 
but  when  the  city  officials  suggested  a  meeting  in¬ 
stead,  TCGA  officers  cancelled  the  rally,  believing  it 
might  exacerbate  the  situation. 

Mike  Martin,  vice  president  of  TCGA,  said  his 
group  does  not  endorce  public  lewdness,  but  that  it 
is  no  longer  safe  for  a  gay  person  to  enter  the  park 
without  the  fear  of  being  arrested  simply  for  being 
gay. 

One  Arlington  police  officer  was  quoted  on  a 
news-cast  as  saying,  “Homosexuals  tend  to  want  to 
go  to  a  public  place  to  commit  these  acts.  That’s  a  dif¬ 
ference  between  homosexual  activity  and  heterosex¬ 
ual  activity....  As  long  as  you’ve  got  homosexuals, 
you're  going  to  have  this  problem.” 


heavy  lifters 

BOSTON  —  The  second  annual  Amazon-Adonis 
Powerlifting  Meet  was  held  at  the  South  End  Gym  on 
September  23.  Beth  Fisher,  weighing  in  at  112 
pounds,  won  the  women’s  divisions  with  lifts  totaling 
720  pounds.  Alex  Costley  captured  the  men’s  crown 
with  lifts  totalling  790  pounds.  Costley  weighs  159. 

Guest  lifter  Peter  Vuono,  in  exhibition  lifts, 
hoisted  500  pounds  in  the  squat,  290  in  the  bench 
press,  and  500  in  the  deadlift  for  a  1290  pound  total. 

Meet  directors  Cat  Chase  and  Connie  Meredith 
reported  a  good  turnout  at  the  meet  by  the  gay 
community.  They  plan  another  meet  for  November  11, 
which  will  be  attended  by  several  gay,  world-class 
athletes. 


amsterdam  salvation  army  off  the  hook 
(for  now) 

AMSTERDAM,  The  Netherlands  —  The  Amster¬ 
dam  City  Council  has  approved  a  proposal  that  re¬ 
quires  all  agencies  receiving  city  subsidies  to  agree 
not  to  discriminate  against  gay  men  and  lesbians; 
however,  the  order  will  not  go  into  effect  until  1987, 
according  to  De  Gay  Krant. 

The  Salvation  Army  receives  a  city  subsidy  of 
$250,000  per  year  and  will  face  a  situation  similar  to 
that  of  the  Salvation  Army  in  New  York  City,  which 
this  year  lost  city  contracts  worth  $4  million  when  of¬ 
ficials  refused  to  sign  a  non-discrimination  agree¬ 
ment. 

An  effort  by  members  of  the  small  left-wing  par¬ 
ties  on  the  council  to  cancel  the  Salvation  Army’s 
subsidy  this  year  went  down  to  defeat  after  the  city’s 
mayor  advocated  on  behalf  of  the  Army.  The  defeated 
proposal  also  would  have  banned  the  Salvation 
Army’s  annual  Christmastime  solicitation  for  con¬ 
tributions.

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Conference,  Speak-Out,  March  Highlights

NEW  YORK  —  A  march/con¬ 
ference  billed  as  the  International 
March  for  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Freedom  and  the  Conference  on 
the  Global  Movement  for  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Liberation,  was  held  in 
New  York  City  September  27-28. 
Both  events  were  highlighted  by 
the  enthusiasm  from  the  sprinkling 
of  international  representatives, 
including  participants  from 
Argentina,  Canada,  Mexico, 
Ireland,  Holland  and  Germany. 
The  events  were  otherwise  plagued 
with  organizational  problems 
evidenced  by  low  attendance,  late 
starts  and  a  lack  of  diversity. 

Organizer  David  France  in¬ 
troduced  the  morning  session,  at¬ 
tended  by  about  50  people,  by  re¬ 
counting  the  history  of  the  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Organizing  Committee 
(LGOC),  an  ad  hoc  group  which 
planned  the  events.  He 
acknowledged  that  mistakes  were 
made  in  that  group  and  as  a  result, 
LGOC  dwindled  in  numbers  and 
“lost  the  women’’  from  the  com¬ 
mittee.  This  was  reflected  by  the 
lack  of  women’s  participation  in 
conference  events,  which  were 
90%  male  and  overwhelmingly 
white. 

France  introduced  international 
representatives  to  give  reports  on 
the  status  of  lesbian  and  gay  move¬ 
ments  in  their  countries.  Rob 
Pistor  from  Holland  represented 
the  International  Gay  Association 
(IGA),  composed  of  groups 


primarily  from  northern  European 
countries,  which  have  organized 
for  better  international  communi¬ 
cation.  He  talked  about  the  inter¬ 
national  dimensions  of  gay 
oppression,  mentioning  bookstore 
raids,  increased  censorship  of  gay 
materials,  the  extreme  conditions 
of  terror  for  gay  people  under 
Islamic  fundamentalism,  and  the 
AIDS  crisis,  which  he  says  is  “be¬ 
ing  cynically  misused  to  under¬ 
mine  basic  rights.”  He  also  an¬ 
nounced  the  publication  of  a  Pink 
Book,  a  country-by-country  survey 
on  the  social  and  legal  situation  of 
homosexuality. 

In  a  separate  statement,  Pistor 
read  letters  from  Leningrad  and 
Prague.  Sasha,  from  the  “gay 
laboratory”  in  Leningrad,  re¬ 
quested  membership  from  his 
small  group  in  the  IGA  and  asked 
for  donations  of  western  currency 
to  procure  books  and  tapes  for  an 
archive  in  Helsinki.  The  letter 
from  Prague  announced  the 
first  official  recognition  of  a  gay 
organization  in  Czechoslovakia. 
Czech  gay  men  and  lesbians  offer 
their  hospitality  to-visitors.  The 
letter  said  that  more  openly  gay 
art,  film  and  writing  appears  in 
Czechoslovakia  now  and  has 
resulted  in  a  more  positive  image 
of  gay  life. 

Sylvia  Borren  brought  greetings 
from  COC,  the  Dutch  gay  rights 
coalition,  and  reported  that  her 
group  seeks  an  international  ex¬ 


change  of  information.  She  said 
that  although  there  is  a  “surface 
tolerance”  in  Holland,  gay  men 
and  lesbians  still  face  discrimina¬ 
tion  “daily,  in  every  aspect  of  our 
lives.”  The  “AIDS  scare,”  she 
said,  “is  only  just  beginning  in 
Europe,”  heightening  the  need  for 
international  cooperation. 

Alejandro  Kantenairoff,  from 
Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  talked 
through  a  translator  about  the 
relaxation  of  state  repression  since 
the  change  in  government  there. 
Prior  to  the  December  elections, 
gay  groups  could  only  work  under¬ 
ground.  In  the  last  few  months  a 
coalition  of  gay  men  and  lesbians 
has  begun  contacting  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  government  to  over¬ 
turn  anti-gay  laws.  He  added  that 
there  was  some  hope  now  but 
much  work  remains  to  be  done, 
primarily  because  the  country  is 
very  Catholic  and  the  church  and 
military  are  strongly  allied,  despite 
some  democratic  reforms. 

Four  representatives  from 
Canada  spoke,  two  from  Quebec 
and  two  from  Ontario.  All  seemed 
concerned  about  Canada’s  new 
conservative  government  and  its 
“disastrous  track  record  on  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  rights.”  They  also 
mentioned  the  new  police  ap¬ 
paratus  mobilized  for  the  visit  of 
John  Paul  II,  which  remains  in¬ 
tact.  In  Ontario,  the  police  tactics 
have  shifted  from  a  style  of  mass 
harassment,  represented  by  the 


Vatican  Expels 
Dissenting  Nun,  Priest

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  —  A 
Roman  Catholic  nun  and  priest 
who  co-founded  a  ministry  which 
educates  church  people  on  lesbian 
and  gay  issues,  have  been  ordered 
by  the  Vatican  to  rescind  their  ties 
with  the  ministry. 

Sister  Jeannine  Gramick,  SSND< 
and  the  Rev.  Robert  Nugent,  SDS, 
have  been  ordered  by  the  Sacred 
Congregation  for  Religious  and 
Secular  Institutes  (a  Vatican  agen¬ 
cy  in  charge  of  priests,  nuns  and 
brothers)  to  sever  all  ties  they  have 
with  New  Ways  Ministry  of 
Maryland.  The  Sacred  Congrega- 
tipn  called  their  work  a 
“scandal.” 

The  order  came  at  the  request  of 
the  Archbishop  of  Washington, 
D.C.,  James  A.  Hickey,  who 
earlier  had  requested  Gramick  and 
Nugent  leave  the  archdiocese 
because  of  their  work  with  New 
Ways. 

Nugent  left  the  archdiocese  over 
a  year  ago,  and  according  to  the 
National  Catholic  News  Service, 
has  since  taken  on  a  series  of  tem¬ 
porary  pastoral  assignments. 

Gramick  lives  in  Brooklyn 
where  she  is  on  assignment  with 
the  Sisters  of  Mercy.  While 
Gramick  has  separated  herself 
from  New  Ways,  she  is  continuing 
her  work  around  lesbian  and  gay 
issues,  which  she  maintains  is  ap¬ 
proved  by  her  religious  superiors. 

New  Ways  Ministries  conducts 
workshops  which  are  geared 
towards  members  of  Catholic 
religious  orders  and  counselors. 
The  workshops  are  educational 
and  are  oriented  toward  hetero¬ 
sexuals. 

The  controversy  arose  because 
the  workshops  cover  not  only  of¬ 
ficial  church  teaching  on  homosex¬ 
uality,  but  also  the  dissenting  opi¬ 
nion  of  some  theologians.  Hickey 
believes  that  for  members  of 
religious  orders  to  present  minori¬ 
ty  opinion  along  with  official 
teaching  gives  the  impression  that 
there  is  a  range  of  acceptable 
behavior,  when  there  is  not. 

But  Gramick  told  GCN,  “We 
felt  that  as  an  educational  organi¬ 
zation,  we  had  an  obligation  to 
present  the  other  opinion.”  New 


Ways  maintains  it  does  not  sup¬ 
port  one  viewpoint  over  the  other 
but  encourages  discussion  of  the 
issues. 

Currently,  the  church  teaches 
that  homosexuality,  as  a  state  of 
being,  is  neutral,  but  homosexual 
activity  is  always  wrong.  But  there 
are  some  theologians  who  believe 
certain  homosexual  relationships 
are  permissible  and  it  is  those  opi¬ 
nions  which  Hickey  believes 
should  be  left  unmentioned. 

Gramick  said  the  purpose  of 
New  Ways  is  “to  promote  under¬ 
standing,  openness  of  attitudes 
and  less  prejudice  on  the  part  of 
church  people  towards  lesbians 
and  gay  people.” 

In  a  written  statement  provided 
by  Gramick,  she  documents  other 
clashes  New  Ways  has  had  with  the 
church  hierarchy.  “In  1979,”  she 
writes,  “New  Ways  Ministry  spon¬ 
sored  a  retreat  for  women  religious 
of  a  homosexual  orientation.  In 
their  response  to  the  proposed  re¬ 
treat,  [the  Sacred  Congregation 
for  Religious  and  Secular  In¬ 
stitutes]  concluded  that  the  retreat 
‘could  not  be  justified’  because 
of.. .‘the  scandal  likely  to  be  given 
by  the  example  of  religious  women 
forming  a  homosexual  group.’ 
The  Vatican  observations  also  ob¬ 
jected  to  ‘public  support  for 
homosexual  causes’  especially  by 
priests  or  religious  who  are  openly 
gay,  ‘even  when  such  a  declaration 
is  accompanied  by  a  slogan  such  a6 
‘gay  and  celibate.’” 

Gramick  has  reacted  strongly  to 
Hickey’s  actions,  saying  he  has  not 
allowed  her  to  adequately  discuss 
the  issue  with  him.  She  maintains 
that  her  religious  superiors  are 
aware  of  her  work  and  approve  of 
it  and  Hickey  has  undermined  the 
autonomy  of  women’s  religious 
communities  by  stepping  in. 

In  her  statement,  Gramick 
writes:  “I  have  been  tried,  con¬ 
victed,  sentenced,  and  punished 
without  a  formal  hearing,  indeed 
without  formal  charges  even  being 
presented  to  me  personally.  My 
previous  consultations  with  more 
than  a  half  dozen  reputable  Cath¬ 
olic  moral  theologians  assure  me 
that  I  have  been  faithful  to  the 


tradition  of  the  Church.” 

New  Ways  Ministry  is  incor¬ 
porated  independently  of  the  arch¬ 
diocese  and  most  of  the  staff  and 
board  of  trustees  are  lay  people. 
They  have  said  the  work  of  the 
ministry  will  continue  in  spite  of 
the  actions  against  its  co-directors.

1981  Toronto  bath  raids,  to  in¬ 
dividual  harassment,  against 
which  it  is  more  difficult  to 
organize.  This  includes  videotape 
surveillance  in  small  town 
washrooms  which,  according  to 
Gary  Kinsman,  is  “ripping  apart” 
men’s  networks  in  rural  Ontario. 

Representatives  from  Montreal 
described  the  recent  raid  on  Bud’s, 
a  gay  bar,  which  stunned  the  com¬ 
munity  they  felt  had  been  made 
apathetic^  by  the  passage  of  a  gay 
rights  ordinance.  Although 
Douglas  Janoff  says  they  feel 
“lucky  in  comparison  in 
Toronto,”  the  experience  ,of 
organizing  is  quite  difficult  there. 

Cindy  Williams  mentioned  the 
historical  split  between  t  he  anglo¬ 
phone  and  the  francophone  women, 
which  seems  to  worsen  over  time. 

Tarlach  MacNiallais  from  Irish 
Lesbians  and  Gays  Against  Im¬ 
perialism  talked  about  the  role  of 
gays  and  lesbians  in  the  anti¬ 
imperialist  movement  and  about 
the  harassment  and  homophobia 
faced  inside  the  movement  as  well 
as  on  the  streets  and  from  the 
state.  As  an  example  of  state 
repression,  he  described  police 
refusal  to  stop  traffic  for  the  Gay 


and  Lesbian  Pride  march.  As  a 
result,  drivers  aimed  their  cars 
directly  at  the  marchers,  hitting 
and  injuring  several  people.  He 
also  mentioned  the  work  of  gay 
and  lesbian  groups  for  abortion 
and  for  lifting  the  ban  on  divorce. 
He  discussed  the  work  of  lesbians 
active  in  the  prison  rights  move¬ 
ment.  There  is,  he  said,  “growing 
awareness  that  lobbying  for  law 
reform  is  not  the  answer. ..there 
can  be  no  lesbian  and  gay  libera¬ 
tion  without  national  liberation.” 

Jose  Toro,  from  Puerto  Rico, 
added  a  few  words  about  the  dif¬ 
ficulty  of  lesbian  and  gay  organiz¬ 
ing  there.  Through  a  translator,  he 
said  there  are  many  divisions  of 
race,  class  and  sex  among  gays  and 
lesbians  in  Puerto  Rico.  In  the  past 
eight  years  there  has  been  no  for¬ 
mal  gay  organization  although 
there  is  a  recognition  among  gays 
that  “we  are  here,  so  we  should 
have  a  space  in  society.” 

There  were  no  formal  activities 
planned  for  the  afternoon  so  con¬ 
ference  participants  could  attend  a 
speak-out  sponsored  by  the  Anti- 
Police  Abuse  Coalition  (APAC). 
The  group  formed  in  response  to

Oral  Arguments 

Monitor  Relies  On  Bible 
In  Lesbian’s  Job  Suit

BOSTON  —  The  Massachusetts 
Supreme  Judicial  Court 
(SJC)  heard  oral  arguments  on 
October  4  in  the  case  of  Christine 
Madsen,  an  award-winning 
reporter  for  the  Christian  Science 
Monitor  who  was  fired  in  1982 
because  she  was  a  lesbian. 

Madsen  filed  suit  after  her  ter¬ 
mination,  asking  for  reinstate¬ 
ment  with  back  pay  and  $1  million 
in  damages  from  the  Christian 
Science  Publishing  Society  and  the 
First  Church  of  Christ,  Scientist, 
which  owns  the  Monitor.  When 
an  attempt  to  thwart  the  suit 
failed  in  the  Superior  Court,  the 
Church  appealed  the  ruling,  and 
the  SJC  took  the  case  under 
review. 

“The  Christian  Science  Church 
asserts  its  First  Amendment  right 
to  make  and  implement  employ¬ 
ment  policies  on  the  basis  of  its 
religious  beliefs,”  argued  Ted 
Dinsmore,  attorney  for  the 
Church.  The  Church,  Dinsmore 
said,  “requires  employees  to  make 
a  spiritual  commitment  to  Chris¬ 
tian  Science  . . .  Christian  Science 
doctrine  provides  that  homosex¬ 
uality  is  immoral.”  Quoting 
chapter  and  verse  from  the  Bible, 
Dinsmore  asserted  that  “the 
Church  dismissed  Madsen  because 
of  her  immorality,  or  more 
specifically  because  of  her 
homosexuality,  and  her  refusal  to 
seek  healing.” 

Dinsmore  urged  the  panel  of 
five  justices  to  place  the  right  of 


religious  freedom  above  the  right 
to  freedom  from  discrimination  in 
employment.  “To  rule  otherwise 
would  eviscerate  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment,”  he  said.  “It  would  under¬ 
mine  the  First  Amendment  right 
to  institutional  autonomy.” 

“1  think  Chris  Madsen  should 
not  have  been  fired,”  responded 
Katherine  Triantafillou,  Madsen’s 
attorney,  “and  I  think  a  secular 
court  can  examine  the  reasons  and 
the  manner  in  which  she  was 
discharged  without  offending 
either  the  Free  Exercise  clause  or 
the  Establishment  clause  of  the 
First  Amendment.” 

“Our  job  today  is  to  strike  a 
proper  balance  between  the  types 
of  interests  that  may  or  may  not 
collide,”  Triantafillou  said,  com¬ 
plaining  that  the  Church’s  legal 
arguments  were  so  “cloaked  in 
liturgy  that  1  am  beginning  to 
think  that  buying  a  copy  of  the 
Monitor  is  tantamount  to  accept.- 
ing  a  communion  wafer.” 

Triantafillou  characterized 
Madsen  as  “an  exemplary 
employee  whose  only  transgres¬ 
sion  in  seven  and  a  half  years  is  to 
say  the  words  ‘I  am  a  lesbian.’ 
The  Christian  Science  Church,  she 
said,  was-  an  “employer  involved 
in  secular  commercial  activity  by 
publishing  an  international  daily 
newspaper.” 

The  Church,  Triantafillou 
noted,  must  obey  secular  laws 
regarding  labor  practices  such  as 
the  minimum  wage,  collective 


bargaining,  and  child  labor  pro¬ 
hibitions.  “If  Chris  Madsen,  for 
example,  were  a  member  of  the 
printers  union  which  prints  the 
paper,  we  wouldn’t  be  here 
today,”  she  said.  And  Trian¬ 
tafillou  noted  that  the  Church’s 
other  business  enterprises  also  ex¬ 
tend  into  the  secular  realm. 
“What  if  they  undertake  to  evict 
the  tenants  of  the  many  apart¬ 
ments  they  own  in  the  Back  Bay, 
for  immorality?”  she  asked. 

After  the  hearing,  Madsen  told 
GCN  she  had  “a  sense  of  relief” 
that  her  case  had  come  before  a 
court  after  so  many  months.  “1 
think  Katherine  did  a  wonderful 
job,”  Madsen  said.  “Such  a 
strong,  clear  voice,  not  only  for 
me  but  for  the  issues.” 

The  SJC  will  issue  a  written  opi¬ 
nion  at  an  unspecified  future  date; 
an  employee  of  the  court  said  the 
timetable  was  at  the  discretion  of 
the  justices.  A  favorable  decision 
by  the  court  would  remand  the 
decision  back  to  the  lower  court 
for  trial. 

Although  Massachusetts  has  no 
statewide  employement  protec¬ 
tions  based  on  sexual  preference, 
and  the  SJC  ruled  in  1979  that  a 
man  fired  solely  because  he  was 
gay  had  no  legal  redress,  Trian¬ 
tafillou  is  supporting  her  client’s 
claim  by  attempting  to  establish 
that  a  “public  policy”  now  exists 
in  the  state  against  such 
discrimination.

Dear  GCN: 

I  am  writing  to  you  on  behalf  of  Finex  House, 
Inc.,  a  shelter  which  provides  a  temporary,  safe, 
supportive  environment  for  battered  women  and 
their  children.  I  am  one  of  the  unpaid  staff  of  this 
organization,  and  am  very  excited  by  its  work. 
My  desire,  in  writing  this  letter,  is  to  encourage 
you  to  share  my  vision  and  become  a  suporter. 

Finex  House  is  a  non-profit  organization;  all 
time,  space,  and  money  is  donated.  The  shelter 
serves  as  a  home  base  from  which  women  can 
look  for  permanent  housing.  While  women  are 
here,  they  work  on  becoming  more  autonomous 
through  peer  support  and  by  identifying  and 
breaking  patterns  of  victimization.  Finex  House 
is  a  place  where  women  can  begin  to  look  at  and 
understand  what  has  been  happening  in  their  lives 
and  to  determine  what  needs  to  be  addressed  next. 

The  work  of  Finex  House  is  unique  because  we 
exist  solely  for  those  battered  worrten  who  fall 
through  the  cracks  of  the  existing  shelter  net¬ 
work.  Two  of  our  goals,  as  our  program  grows, 
are  to  be  accessible  to  differently  abled  women, 
and  to  have  the  tight  security  essential  to  shelter¬ 
ing  prostitutes.  Although  we  have  been  renting 
space,  we  are  now  in  the  process  of  acquiring  our 
own  house,  to  be  the  permanent  home  of  Finex 
House,  Inc. 

We  are  hoping  that  Finex  House  will  be  a  model 
program  which  will  affect  our  successors  in  the 
shelter  movement  for  decades  to  come.  Our 
philosophy  is  unique  because  it  has  been  designed 
through  dealing  with  our  own  sexism,  racism, 
etc.,  and  has  matured  through  examination  of 
our  past  organizational  errors  and  successes. 

In  order  to  depend  as  little  as  possible  on  a 
bureaucracy  which  functions  in  ways  that  keep 
women  from  becoming  empowered,  we  need 
money  from  indivudals  to  insure  the  survival  of 
Finex  House.  Any  amount  you  can  give  to  help 
support  our  worthwhile  effort  would  be  greatly 
appreciated;  all  supporters  will  receive  occasional 
bulletins  up-dating  the  progress  of  Finex  House, 
Inc.  All  donations  are  tax  deductible,  and  can  be 
sent  to  Finex  House,  Inc.,  Box  1154,  Jamaica 
Plain,  MA  02130.

The  purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  announce  the 
formation  of  a  gay  and  lesbian  youth  support 
group  within  the  Merrimack  Valley. 

As  youths  ourselves,  we  recognize  that  present¬ 
ly  there  are  no  local  organizations  designed  to  in¬ 
tegrate  gay  people  within  our  community.  There 
is  no  place  where  it  is  safe  to  openly  admit  one’s 
sexuality,  to  socialize,  or  to  talk  to  others  the 
same  age  about  common  concerns. 

It  is  our  intention  to  provide  people  between 
the  ages  of  14  and  22  with  a  safe  place  to  meet  and 
talk.  The  meetings  will  be  educational  and  will 
consist  of  speakers,  discussion  groups  and 
movies.

Dear  GCN: 

I  am  both  surprised  and  concerned  by  the  proxy 
ballot  for  new  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  National  Gay  Task  Force. 

Certainly  all  16  candidates  appear  to  be  worthy 
of  the  position  of  Board  member.  And  coming  as 
they  do  from  all  parts  of  the  U.S.,  they  offer  truly 
national  representation.  But  none  of  them,  at 
least  to  me,  seems  to  be  of  truly  national  stature. 

This  seems  to  be  a  major  departure  from  NGTF 
tradition,  and  a  regrettable  one  in  my  view.  From 
the  first  under  the  chair  of  the  late  Dr.  Howard 
Brown,  the  Task  Force  offered  as  a  guarantee  of 
fairness  and  accountability  Board  members  who 
were  well  known  on  a  national  level,  individuals 
willing  to  put  their  own  credibility  on  the  line. 

Instead,  we  learn  that  the  Board  is  now  to  func¬ 
tion  as  a  fundraising  committee  —  and  no  longer 
as  a  group  responsible  for  long-range  policy  and 
the  actions  of  its  full-time,  paid  staff. 

This  is  troubling  to  me.  Individuals  chosen,  in 
essence,  by  the  staff  cannot  be  expected  to  stand 
up  to  the  staff  if  and  when  necessary.  Nor  is  such 
independence  likely  if  members  have  no  national 
following.  And  it  is  definitley  not  likely  if  Board 
members  are  to  be  rated  (publicly)  for  how  much 
they  are  able  to  raise  or  contribute  to  the 
organization’s  operating  budget. 

This  is  a  dangerous  precedent  and  an  ill  portent 
for  the  future.

lesbian  health  care 
survey 

Dear  GCN: 

The  National  Lesbian/Gay  Health  Education 
Foundation  is  actively  expanding  our  network  of 
women  concerned  with  the  health  care  needs  of 
lesbians  to  prepare  for  a  national  survey  of  les¬ 
bian  health  care  needs.  We  are  beginning  with  a 
pilot  study,  funded  largely  by  a  grant  from  the 
Ms.  Foundation,  and  carried  by  lesbian  health 
care  providers-,  researchers  and  interested 
volunteers.  Questionnaires  will  be  distributed 
beginning  mid-August  and  must  be  returned  by 
November  30,  1984. 

While  the  research  coordinator,  Dot  Parkel, 
and  project  coordinator,  Caitlin  Ryan,  are  based 
in  Atlanta  the  study  will  be  conducted  nation¬ 
wide.  We  are  currently  seeking  women  who 
would  be  interested  in  working  with  us  to  dis¬ 
tribute  questionnairs  in  their  communities  and 
make  sure  they  are  returned  to  us.  We  are 
attempting  to  reach  as  broad  a  group  of  lesbians 
as  possible,  including:  women  of  color,  women 
with  diverse  educational  and  class  backgrounds, 
different  occupations,  different  political  at¬ 
titudes,  women  who  visit  women’s  health  clinics 
and  women  who  have  never  used  them,  women 
who  participate  openly  in  lesbian  communities 
and  women  who  do  not,  women  with  varied  in¬ 
come  levels,  lesbian  mothers,  lesbians  who  are 
married,  lesbians  of  different  ages  and  ex¬ 
periences.  Since  our  population  is  so  diverse,  the 
questionnaire  will  be  worded  to  appeal  to  as 
broad  a  spectrum  of  experience  as  possible.  Some 
of  the  questionnaires  will  be  printed  in  Spanish. 

In  order  to  make  this  study  as  representative  as 
possible  of  our  diverse  community,  we  need  your 
help:  to  locate  women  who  would  be  interested  in 
participating  in  this  study;  to  develop  networks 
through  friends  (and  friends  of  friends);  to  use 
the  resources  in  your  communities,  such  as, 
bulletin  boards,  newsletters,  women’s  centers  and 
clinics,  therapist’s  offices,  social  groups,  and  les- 
bian/gay  organizations.  We  need  to  receive  as 
many  completed  questionnaires  as  possible  from 
many  different  parts  of  the  country  and  from 
many  different  kinds  of  women. 

It  is  our  experience  that  women  who  do  not 
usually  respond  to  questionnaires  or  who  have 
never  participated  in  a  study,  will  often  do  so 
\vhen  asked  by  a  friend.  Questionnaires  will  be 
kept  confidential  and  only  the  overall  results  of 
the  study  will  be  published.  Finished  question¬ 
naires  will  be  mailed  to  a  post  office  box  in  Atlan¬ 
ta  where  the  core  research  team  will  code  the  data 
for  computer  entry.  The  results  will  be  available 
to  women  all  over  the  country  and  will  be  used  to 
develop  appropriate  health  care  services  for  les¬ 
bians  and  to  provide  basic  information  for  educa¬ 
tion  and  further  study. 

If  you  would  like  to  participate,  please  contact 
myself  or  any  of  the  women  listed  here.  Thank 
you  for  your  support  in  this  exciting,  vital 
and  essential  work  with  lesbians  throughout  the 
country.

We  assume  that  Molden¬ 
hauer  recognized  one  or  more  names  on  the  letter 
from  the  staff  box  of  OW,  which  he  sells  at  Glad 
Day,  and  leaped  to  a  conclusion  which  he  then 
decided  to  make  public. 

Since  lesbian  S/M  is  presently  such  a  con¬ 
troversial  and  volatile  issue  in  the  community,  we 
think  that  Moldenhauer’s  letter  may  give  rise  to 
incorrect  speculation  about  the  women  to  whom 
he  was  responding. 

We  look  forward  to  the  day  when  being 
designated  a  sadomasochist,  accurately  or  not, 
will  no  longer  be  dangerous  and  we  will  not  have 
to  write  letters  like  this  one.

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Speaking  Out - - 

Towards  a  Less  Pornographic  Society

Montreal  —  It’s  1 1 :45  p.m.  The  bar  is  slowly  filling  up  as  men  come  in  from  the  street, 
shaking  snow  from  their  black  leather  jackets  and  stamping  their  heavy  boots  in  the 
entranceway.  The  lights  are  low.  The  decor  is  rustic-ranch  cum  Black  Knights  hall  of  fame. 
Soldiers’  helmets  serve  as  light  fixtures  suspended  over  the  bar.  The  walls  are  papered  with 
posters  from  other  gay  bars  from  across  the  continent.  Interspersed  among  these  are  Tom  of 
Finland  reproductions  portraying  oversized  men  with  shiny  limbs  and  square  jaws. 

Some  of  the  clientele  stands  at  the  bar,  others  find  a  spot  for  themselves  along  the  wall 
somewhere.  Many  find  their  way  to  the  darkest  corner  at  the  back  of  the  narrow  room  where 
they  will  soon  be  joined  by  others  who,  like  themselves,  are  waiting  to  cop  a  feel  of  some 
guy’s  basket  or  buns.  Predictably,  a  half  an  hour  or  so  later,  the  little  corner  is  full  of  grow  n 
men  all  facing  the  front  of  the  bar,  not  each  other.  One  hand  is  engaged  in  holding  a  beer 
bottle  while  the  other  is  exploring  the  next  guy’s  crotch  or  backside. 

All  around  them,  other  customers  watch  eagerly  for  some  hot  action  to  begin.  Maybe 
they  fantasize  losing  themselves  in  the  sway.  Maybe  they’re  searching  for  a  familiar  face  to 
envy  or  accuse.  Meanwhile,  others  travel  back  and  forth  from  the  back  of  the  bar  to  the 
front,  to  the  toilets  downstairs  and  back  again  until  finally  they  claim  their  jackets  at  the 
coatc.heck  and  wander  out  into  the  cold  air  and  bright  lights,  leaving  the  smoke,  beer  and 
opened  peanut  shells  behind  them. 

In  another  part  of  town  three  young  men  are  crowded  into  a  toilet  stall  sharing  a  bottle 
of  poppers  as  they  take  turns  going  down  on  each  other.  Below  them,  the  music  from  the 
dance  lloor  thumps  away  to  the  disco  beat  like  a  giant  heart  pumping  steadily  through  the 
night. 

If  1  have  chosen  to  isolate  these  examples  of  sexual  activity  from  our  bars,  it  is  solely  to 
illustrate  the  growing  sense  of  alienation  and  misdirected  feelings  of  desperation  1  see 
spreading  through  the  bar  scene  in  this  city.  It  used  to  be  that  bars  offered  us  comparatively 
civilized  alternatives  as  meeting  places,  but  this  no  longer  seems  to  hold  true. 

The  increasing  visibility  of  anonymous  sex  in  our  bars  poses  many  questions  about 
where  we  are  at  as  individuals  and  where  we  are  at  as  members  of  a  minority  community. 
There  are  those  who  will  argue  that  public  display  of  sexuality  cannot  be  judged  by  the 
hypocritical  codes  of  our  guilt-ridden  Judeo-Christian  values.  Today  we  must  be  free  to  do 
as  we  please. 

I  propose  that  this  display  of  our  sexuality  is  irresponsible  and  must  not  be  mistaken  for 
gay  sexual  freedom  or  reform.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  conspicuously  manifest  of  an  immature 
ghetto  mentality,  which  in  turn  is  reinforced  by  the  tyranny  of  most  gay  bars  and  by  the  gay 
media. 

It  is  irresponsible  from  a  legal  standpoint  because  we  run  the  risk  of  being  charged  as 
“found-ins  in  a  common  bawdyhouse”  the  next  time  the  police  raid  such  an  establishment.  1 
say  next  time  because  this  type  of  activity  is  a  favoured  target  of  the  sporadic  “clean-up 
campaigns”  known  in  this  city.  (As  a  postscript  I  would  like  to  add  that  Bud’s,  the  first  bar 
described  above  was  raided  by  the  Montreal  police  on  June  2,  1984.)  By  patronizing  these 
establishments  we  are  not  only  condoning  this  behaviour  in  the  eyes  of  our  friends,  but  also 


setting  ourselves  up  for  direct  confrontation  with  the  courts. 

From  a  moral  standpoint  the  issues  raised  are  highly  sensitive  and  controversial.  The 
fact  remains,  however,  that  such  behaviour  only  increases  the  potential  of  transmitting 
asympotmatic  strains  of  diseases,  fatal  or  otherwise.  Think  about  A.I.D.S.  Think  about 
Chlamydia.  Moreover,  I  feel  that  we  humans  are  vulnerable  souls  whose  capacities  for  self- 
love,  and  by  extension,  love  of  our  fellows,  are  inhibited  by  such  activity.  Gordon  Johnston 
stated  this  aptly  in  his  book.  Which  Way  Out  of  the  Men's  Room ,  when  he  wrote, 
“Anonymous  sexual  encounters  habituate  the  homosexual  to  frustration,  tends  to 
depersonalize  himself  and  others,  and  compartmentalizes  himself  within  an  atmosphere  of 
loneliness.” 

—  For  me,  the  weight  of  this  truth  bears  down  heavily,  yet  most  gay  bars  and  gay  media 
work  to  reinforce  my  feelings  of  alienation  So  much  gay  erotic  fiction  and  imagery  is 
becoming  increasingly  violent  and  anti-life.  Quick  perusal  through  the  pages  of  gay 
publications  will  reveal  how  the  “desirable”  image  of  a  gay  man  is  that  of  a  codified  sex 
object.  Personally  1  feel  far  removed  from  bike  gangs,  garages,  weightrooms  or  rodeos,  yet 
these  representa(ions  of  gay  men  indirectly  limit  and  define  my  sexuality  and  the  places  1 
may  meet  other  gay  men. 

A  curious  parallel  can  be  drawn  here  between  the  growing  need  to  censure  and  control 
sexual  imagery  in  the  straight  and  gay  worlds.  Feminists,  artists,  gays  and  others  are  rising  to 
challenge  the  commercial  mainstream  flow  of  misogynist  pornography.  By  the  same  token, 
there  is  an  equally  great  need  to  counterbalance  the  commercial  material  produced  and  con¬ 
sumed  by  gays. 

We  have  seen  the  extremes  personified  by  the  limp-wristed  effete  and  the  hard-assed 
macho  man.  We  are  now  in  the  process  of  discovering  that  there  is  room  for  the  numerous 
individuals  who  don’t  belong  to  any  such  category.  I  hope  that  we  are  moving  towards  a 
more  humane  society  where  there  will  be  room  for  many  different  people,  but  we  must  work 
to  make  that  happen. 

For  myself  the  process  begins  when  1  realize  the  potentially  high  price  I  pay  for  ill- 
selected  sexual  encounters.  1  have  come  to  equate  promiscuity  with  a  sense  of  denial  of  my 
sexuality  and  of  the  sexuality  of  other  men.  It’s  not  easy  to  comprehend,  but  it  seems  as  if 
society  wants  it  that  way.  This  means  I  must  be  strong  and  grow  a  little,  to  re-integrate  my 
sexuality  in  a  more  loving  direction. 

Moreover,  we  must  insist  that  bars  work  for  us,  not  against  us.  We  need  to  see  each  other. 
We  need  to  talk  to  one  another.  Most  bars  create  anxiety  among  their  customers.  Lowering 
the  light  levels  and  turning  up  the  music  makes  people  want  to  drink,  spend  money.  But  as 
profits  grow  for  the  bar  owners,  aberrant  forms  of  social  and  sexual  intercourse  become 
more  mainstream,  more  acceptable.  There  has  got  to  be  a  better  way. 

Let  our  writers,  photographers,  filmmakers  and  artists  document  and  explore  gay 
sexuality  in  its  rightful  place  among  our  broader  capacities  as  human  beings.  We  must 
protest  against  the  way  the  gay  media  limit  our  sexuality.  Together  we  must  work  for  a  better 
quality  of  life;  it  all  comes  down  to  you. 


An  Open  Letter  to  Our  President

Dear  Mr.  President, 

I  am  a  homosexual.  You  are  one  of  those  “he-men.”  Yet  both  of  us  share  a  common 
humanity,  do  we  not?  Both  of  us  feel  the  warmth  of  the  sun,  hear  the  singing  of  birds.  Both 
of  us  are  living  Americans  whose  culture  has  popularized  Silly  Putty,  the  micro-chip,  strip 
mining,  and  Boy  George.  Given  these  facts,  Mr.  President,  who’s  to  say  what  is  “natural” 
or  “unnatural”?  Can’t  a  lesbian  have  a  few  words  with  her  president? 

Frankly,  Mr.  President,  I’m  worried.  I  don’t  think  you’ve  been  living  up  to  your  full 
human  potential.  Gay  people  can  tell  these  things,  Mr.  President.  Many’s  the  time  a  bunch 
of  us  gays  will  be  sitting  around,  acting  sensitive,  when  the  subject  of  “Mr.  Preisdent”  will 
come  up.  “Gee,”  someone  will  say,  “our  Chief  Executive  Officer  is  probably  a  warm  and 
gentle  person  deep  down,  but  he  seems  so  —  so  —  uptight.  Is  that  what  you  feel,  too, 
Violet?”  “Right  on.  Pansy.  It’s  terrible  what  heterosexist  conditioning  has  done  to  our 
world  leaders.  Oooooh,  look  at  that  sunset!”  “Heterosexism  hurts  everyone,  Violet.  Can  I 
have  a  hug?” 

They’re  right,  Mr.  President.  Your  potential  is  being  stifled.  Stifled  in  a  repressive  sex- 
role  stereotype  of  your  own  making.  And,  although  as  a  unique  individual,  you  are 
responsible  for  creating  your  own  reality;  as  our  president,  you  are  also  responsible  for 
creating  our  own  reality.  So  it  is  with  a  certain  insistence  that  1  say,  “Loosen  up,  Mr. 
President!” 

Gay  people  have  a  special  kind  of  loosening  up;  an  act  of  self-affirmation  we  call 
“coming  out.”  Philosophically  speaking,  “coming  out”  means  Free  To  Be  I  and  Thou.  It 
means  the  promise  of  Freedom,  Justice,  and  Dignity.  Let  go  and  let  Id.  Gosh,  it’s 
wonderful,  Mr.  President! 

So  I  was  wondering,  Mr.  President:  why  don’t  you  “come  out”?  Come  out  of  Central 
America.  Come  out  of  the  Caribbean.  Yes,  and  while  you’re  at  it,  why  don’t  you  try  coming 
out  of  the  Arms  Race? 

Believe  me,  Mr.  President,  I  know  it  won’t  be  easy.  People  will  nudge  one  another  and 
titter  as  you  stroll  by.  They  will  whisper  that  you  are  less  than  a  man,  Mr.  President;  that  you 
can’t  get  your  rockets  up.  Gangs  of  teenage  youths  will  try  to  rough  you  up,  saying  that  you 
have  glitterballs  where  your  ballistics  should  be.  Some  of  your  own  CIA  men  might  plant 
President -sized  crotchless  panties  in  your  sock  drawer  for  your  FBI  men  to  “discover.”  But 
try  to  understand,  Mr.  President:  this  is  the  toll  that  sex-role  stereotyping  has  taken  on  the 
human  spirit.  Be  brave,  Mr.  President. 

Be  brave  and  honest:  hasn’t  this  macho  mentality  poisoned  your  own  open,  caring 
relationships,  not  only  with  the  “other  sex,”  but  also  with  other  countries?  Think  a  minute. 
You  see  countries  in  terms  of  “good”  and  “bad,”  don’t  you?  “Good  ’  countries  are  tor 
settling  down  and  raising  your  children  on,  aren’t  they?  But  you  only  feel  like  a  Real  Man 
when  you’re  getting  it  on  with  a  “bad”  country.  Oh,  you  know  the  type  countries  that 
“sleep  around,”  that  will  take  foreign  aid  from  just  anybody.  They  think  they’re  something 
special  —  you  know  —  better  than  you.  They  make  you  crazy,  don’t  they?  You’ve  got  to 


have  them. 

Let’s  say  you  find  yourself  interested  in  a  little  Latin  American  number:  the  one  with 
the  real  big  coffee  beans.  So  you  put  on  your  best  swagger  and  say,  “Hi.  Howya  doin’, 
honey?  Nice  ass.  Want  some  intervention?” 

Claiming  it  is  a  sovereign  state  with  the  right  to  resist  only  makes  you  think  the  little 
tramp  wants  it  even  more,  right?  So  you  try  a  few  gunfire  serenades,  a  few  moonlit  pillages. 
All  very  covert.  Just  to  show  that  you  have  what  it  takes. 

But  the  country  still  balks.  So  you  pour  on  the  specially  trained  marines.  Finally,  when 
the  country  begs  and  squeals  for  mercy,  you  call  them  off  and  set  up  a  tourist  bureau  and 
special  elections  on  it.  (And  they  call  us  gay  people  “kinky,”  Mr.  President!) 

Afterwards  you  realize  that  you  never  really  wanted  to;  that  you’re  just  as  empty  and 
frustrated  as  before.  You  only  did  what  you  did  for  fear  of  what  the  other  Superpowers 
would  say  if  you  didn’t  “try  something.”  But  by  now  it’s  too  late.  You’ve  got  to  keep  up  the 
charade;  keep  sending  that  military  aid,  those  corporate  advisors,  and  industrial  equipment. 
“After  all,”  you  figure,  “that’s  all  they  really  want,  isn’t  it?”  And  you  start  looking  around 
for  another  country  with  bigger  coffee  beans,  that  will  try  to  understand  you. 

Oh,  it’s  hell,  all  right.  But,  tell  the  truth,  Mr.  President:  don’t  you  yearn  to  break  free 
of  all  this  silly  role-playing?  Haven’t  you  been  hurt,  too? 

Yes,  you,  too,  have  been  oppressed,  Mr.  President.  And  you  never  knew  it.  Daddy 
always  wanted  a  girl,  isn’t  that  it,  Mr.  President?  There,  there.  Get  it  all  out.  You  felt  you 
had  to  over-compensate,  didn’t  you?  But  no  longer,  Mr.  President. 

Oh,  Mr.  President,  let  your  sissy  come  out  to  play!  Learn  to  feel ,  Mr.  President.  Cry. 
Eat  quiche.  Take  a  Sandinista  to  lunch.  And  get  in  touch  with  your  own  fragile, 
unrepeatable  body;  you  can  get  by  without  all  those  prosthetic  missiles  in  Europe,  can’t 
you?  The  Earth  has  decreed  that  each  male  on  it  shall  have  only  one  penis  —  don’t  be 
greedy,  Mr.  President.  Instead  of  cruise  missiles,  try  cruising.  Come  out,  Mr.  President. 
Come  out  of  the  White  House. 

Outside  the  wind  is  blowing,  Mr.  President.  Let  it  ruffle  your  hair.  Smell  the  sea  breeze. 

'  Cavort  and  frolic.  Love  that  person  you  should  have  been.  This  is  the  first  day  of  the  rest  of 
our  lives,  Mr.  President.  Please  be  gentle.

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the  1982  police  attack  on  Blue’s,  a 
predominantly  black  gay  bar.  Of 
the  25  officers  involved,  all  remain  | 
on  active  duty. 

Since  then  APAC  has  also 
become  interested  in  the  case  of 
Michael  Stewart,  a  young  black 
graffiti  artist  beaten  to  death  by 
eleven  transit  officers  last  year. 
The  first  scheduled  panel  speaker 
was  Michael  Warren,  a  lawyer  in¬ 
volved  in  the  Stewart  case.  Warren 
described  the  events  of  the  beating 
arfd  the  ensuing  cover-up,  which 
he  believes  reached  the  highest 
levels  of  city  government  in  New 
York. 

James  Credle  was  the  final  panel 
speaker.  He  repesented  Black  and 
White  Men  Together,  assigned  to 
investigate  the  destruction  of 
Blue’s  and  .bring  it  before  the 
Mayor’s  Police  Council  on  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Concerns. 

Credle  bitterly  described  the 
resistance  of  the  white,  gay  men  on 
the  council  to  making  Blue’s  a  ma¬ 
jor  agenda  item.  The  council  in¬ 
sisted  that  behind-the-scenes  lob¬ 
bying  was  the  way  to  get  results  in 
the  case.  Despite  these  assurances, 
no  action  has  been  taken.  Credle 
decried  the  racism  inherent  in  the 
white,  gay  community’s  reaction 
to  Blue’s.  He  appealed  for  blacks, 
whites,  Latinos,  gays  and  lesbians 
to  join  together  to  overcome  the 
“wall  of  police  abuse.” 

About  80-90  people  attended 
the  event,  predominantly  white 
and  male  despite  strong  Third 
World  involvement  as  organizers 
and  participants.  Black  and  White 
Men  Together  had  a  particularly 
active  contingent. 

All  speakers,  including  harass¬ 
ment  victims  who  spoke  out  from 
the  audience,  stressed  that  the  in¬ 
cidents  described  were  not  isolated 
events  but  frequent  occurrences. 
Speakers  also  emphasized  the 
quick  escalation  from  harassment 
to  brutality,  especially  against  peo¬ 
ple  of  color. 

Organizer  Mitchell  Karp  told 
GCN  that  APAC  began  out  of 
“frustration  with  an  outrageous 
police  raid.”  Noting  that  APAC 
was  not  “content  to  allow  Blue’s 
to  die,”  he  said  that  the  speak-out 
was  one  of  a  number  of  ongoing 
activities  against  police  abuse.  In 
his  remarks  to  the  audience,  Karp 
joined  Credle  in  emphasizing  the 
failure  of  behind-the-scenes  work. 
The  lesson  of  Michael  Stewart,  he 
said,  was  that  community  organiz¬ 
ing  puts  pressure  on  the  courts  and 
government.  Karp  also  told  GCN 
that  speak-out  organizers  sent 
“personal  invitations”'  to  the 
Mayor’s  Council  on  Gay  and  L^s- 
bfen  Concerns  and  “not  one  of 
them  showed  up.” 

The  conference  reconvened  in 
the  evening  for  a  panel  discussion 
on  the  present  and  future  state  of 
lesbian  and  gay  organizing.  Ian 
Daniels  from  LGOC  and  Gay 
Kinsman  from  Toronto  presented 
some  thoughts  on  the  movement  in 


western,  capitalist  countries. 

Ana  Mario  Simo,  a  Cuban-born 
writer,  talked  about  her  ex¬ 
periences  growing  up  there.  She 
began  her  presentation  with  a 
description  of  Cuban  laws  used  to 
incarcerate  or  institutionalize 
homosexuals.  She  then  described 
her  own  experiences  in  jail  and  in  a 
psychiatric  institution  where  .she 
received  a  series  of  electric  shock 
treatments.  According  to  Simo, 
shock  treatments  and  lobotomies 
are  an  accpeted  course  of  “treat¬ 
ment”  for  homosexuals. 

She  criticized  those  elements  of 
the  left  which  consider  Cuba’s 
treatment  of  gay  people  a  small 
imperfection  in  an  otherwise 
perfect  state.  “This  is  not  a 
mistake,”  she  said,  “this  is  not  an 
aberration.”  While  acknowleding 
the  cultural  homophobia,  she 
believes  “there  is  an  institu¬ 
tionalization  of  [that] 
homophobia”  by  the  state.  She 
considers  the  repression  of 
homosexuals  part  of  a  system  of 
sical  control,  part  of  machismo  as 
well.  “Women  will  never  be 
liberated,”  she  adds,  “as  long  as 
the  ‘feminine’  is  despised  in  the 
person  of  a  gay  man.” 

Simo  disputed  the  attitude  she 
encounters  frequently  “that  if  you 
criticize  any  [socialist  countries] 
you  must  be  in  favor  of  Ronald 
Reagan,  you  must  be  in  favor  of 
racism,  you  must  be  in  favor  of  the 
right.”  She  invited  those  people  to 
look  at  the  facts.  “There  is  no  con¬ 
tradiction,”  she  said,  “between  be¬ 
ing  a  progressive  person  in  this 
country... and  being  critical  of  the 
Cuban  system.” 

A  small  but  enthusiastic  crowd 
marched  Sunday  from  Sheridan 
Square  to  the  .rally  site  near  the 
U.N.  on  47th  St.  The  participants 
were  more  equally  divided  between 
men  and  women  there  and  there 
was  also  a  larger  representation  by 
people  of  color,  including  banners 
from  the  National  Coalition  of 
Black  Gays  and  Black  and  White 
Men  Together.  There  was  a  smat¬ 
tering  of  international  placards 
among  the  900  marchers  and  occa¬ 
sional  chants  in  French  or  Spanish 
reflected  the  international  intent 
of  the  march. 


Sonia  Johnson,  Citizens  Party 
presidential  candidate,  greeted 
marchers  with  the  first  speech  of 
the  day  and  promised  to  be  a  presi¬ 
dent  responsive  to  the  needs  and 
issues  of  the  leshian  and  gay 
community.  I  | 

Marco  Antonio  of  Grupo 
Lambda  de  Liberacion  Homosex¬ 
ual,  brought  greetings  of 
“solidarity  from  brothers  and 
sisters  in  Mexico.”  He  condemned 
and  demanded  an  end  to  genocide 
and  oppression  of  lesbians  and  gay 
men  everywhere.  He  also  demand¬ 
ed  an  end  to  U.S.  intervention  in 
Central  America  and  recognized 
solidarity  with  lesbians  and  gays  in 
Asia,  Africa  and  all  Third  World 
nations.

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SEC  Files  Suit 

Stockholders  Bilked 
In  Gay  Directory  Scam

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  In  a  com¬ 
plex  scenario  that  could  ultimately 
affect  up  to  4,000  shareholders,  a 
lawsuit  filed  by  the  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission  (SEC) 
against  Gay  International,  Inc. 
(GII),  publishers  of  the  Gay  Areas 
Telephone  Directory ,  has  resulted 
in  an  injunction  prohibiting  the 
corporation  and  its  agents  from 
engaging  in  improper  stock  trad¬ 
ing  practices. 

The  lawsuit  charges  GII;  a 
number  of  its  directors  and  prin¬ 
cipals,  and  a  securities  firm  which 
marketed  most  of  the  GII  stock 
with  violations  of  a  dozen  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  Federal  Securities 
Acts.  The  suit  alleges  practices 
ranging  from  the  failure  to  file  ac¬ 
curate  registration  and  disclosure 
forms  to  the  illegal  sale  of  unregis¬ 
tered  stock  to  the  execution  of  a 
fraudulent  promotional  scheme 
designed  to  boost  the  price  of  GII 
stock. 

GII,  a  Utah  corporation  doing 
business  out  of  California  offices, 
was  formed  in  April  1983  from  the 
merger  of  two  previously  existing, 
but  essentially  dormant,  corpora¬ 
tions  —  Landmark  Publishing  Co. 
and  Maligne  Inc.  Landmark  was 
the  original  publisher  of  the  Gay 
Directory ,  and  Maligne  was  a 
defunct  Nevada  corporation. 

The  merger  was  accompanied  by 
the  issuance  of  millions  of  shares 
of  stock  to  two  Landmark  prin¬ 
cipals,  Alfred  H.  Cassidy  and  Nor¬ 
man  H.  Ironside,  as  well  as  to 
George  Smith,  the  president  of 
R.L.  Smith  and  Associaties,  a 
securities  dealer  based  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah,  who  helped  set  up  the 
merger.  None  of  the  newly  issued 
securities  were  registered  with  the 

SEC. 

In  the  days  following  Gil’s 
formation,  stock  was  traded 
primarily  by  R.L.  Smith  and 
Associates  in  an  unusual  manner: 
Robert  Smith,  George  Smith’s  son 
and  formerly  president  of  the 
securities  firm,  and  Claire  Single- 
ton,  a  vice  president  of  the 
securities  firm,  bought  huge 
chunks  of  GII  stock  from  George 
Smith  and  Ironside,  and  resold 
them  to  the  general  public.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  SEC  complaint, 
many  of  these  transactions  were

and  I’ve  felt  that  way  through  the 

whole  proceedings.” 

Mary  Kay  Kasper,  a  member  of 
the  BAGLSC  Legal  Committee, 
accused  Goodwin  of  ignoring 
evidence  that  the  three  teenagers 
had  harassed  gay  people  in  town 
long  before  the  fatal  queerbashing 
of  Howard.  Kasper  said  Goodwin 
subpoenaed  people  to  testify 
about  that,  but  then  called  them 
the  evening  before  the  September 
14  bindover  hearing,  at  which 
Judge  Cox  ruled  the  trio  should  be 
tried  under  the  juvenile  code,  and 
said  he  no  longer  needed  their  tes¬ 
timony. 

In  addition,  Kasper  maintains 
that  Goodwin  and  the  Bangor 
police  have  made  no  effort  to  track 
down  an  alleged  fourth  attacker. 
Roy  Ogden,  in  testimony  at  an 
August  20  probable  cause  hearing, 
testified  he  saw  four  young  men 
get  out  of  Shawn  Mabry’s  car  to 
attack  Howard  as  he  and  Howard 
strolled  through  downtown 
Bangor  on  July  7.  Kasper  and 
others  have  reported  rumors  cir¬ 
culating  in  Bangor  which  indicate 
a  student  at  Bangor  High  School 
has  information  which  could  lead 
to  the  identification  of  the 
mysterious  fourth  attacker. 

Goodwin  told  GCN  that  he  only 
learned  the  latest  rumor  concern¬ 
ing  the  fourth  attacker  on  the  last 
weekend  in  September,  but  that  he 
has  requested  the  Bangor  police  to 


conducted  in  other  people’s 
names,  often  with  the  nominee 
having  no  knowledge  of  the  trans¬ 
action.  Ironside  acted  as  the 
transfer  agent  and  made  up  the 
stock  transfer  certificates.  The 
SEC  charged  that  such  sales 
resulted  in  profits  of  at  leat  one 
million  dollars  to  Ironside,  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars  to 
George  Smith,  and  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  to  Cassidy. 

According  to  the  SEC  com¬ 
plaint,  GII  actively  solicited  gay 
shareholders  in  the  company 
through  promotional  meetings 
before  audiences  in  San  Francisco, 
Houston,  Denver,  and  Los 
Angeles;  through  direct  mail  and 
telephone  solicitiations;  and 
through  the  help  of  a  Florida- 
based  public  relations  firm. 

The  SEC  charged  that  a  large 
number  of  the  promotional 
statements  made  by  GII  principals 
and  by  its  dealer,  R.L.  Smith  and 
Associates,  about  the 
corporation’s  assets  and  plans 
were  false  or  deliberately  mislead¬ 
ing  and  were  designed  to  boost 
stock  prices.  For  example,  GII 
gained  much  public  attention  with 
its  purchase  of  a  hotel  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  a  transaction  that  was  noted 
in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  in 
July  1983,  and  its  announcement 
of  a  plan  to  launch  gay  bed-and- 
breakfast  establishments  around 
the  country,  a  gay  resort  on  300 
acres  of  land  in  Hawaii,  and  a 
Club  Med-style  gay  travel  society. 

In  reality,  the  company’s 
holdings  in  Hawaii,  which  had 
been  obtained  from  a  major  share¬ 
holder  in  exchange  for  stock  and 
have  never  been  appraised  inde¬ 
pendently,  “actually  consisted  of 
262  acres  of  unimproved,  agricul¬ 
turally  zoned,  magma  rock  land.” 
One  month  after  the  article  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  Chronicle,  GII  faced 
an  eviction  suit  for  non-payment 
of  rent  from  its  offices  in  San 
Francisco;  three  months  later  in 
november  the  aforementioned 
hotel  was  operating  at  ten  percent 
capacity.  Today,  GII  faces  fore¬ 
closure  proceedings  on  the  hotel. 

The  SEC  suspended  trading  on 
GII  stock  for  ten  days  from  Oc¬ 
tober  30  to  November  9,  1983, 
because  of  the  company’s  failure 


investigate  it.  Goodwin  also 
claimed  that  he  had  “received 
precious  little  [evidence]  that 
pointed  to  these  three  individuals” 
as  being  involved  in  other  queer¬ 
bashing  incidents. 

Goodwin  agreed  with  Kasper 
that  he  interviewed  many  people 
about  the  case,  without  using  their 
testimony  in  court.  But,  said 
Goodwin,  ‘‘it  turned  out  that 
some  of  those  people  were  turning 
over  information  they  had  read  in 
the  paper....  There  were  a  number 
of  witnesses  like  that  who,  when  it 
came  right  down  to  it,  couldn’t 
separate  what  they  heard  from  the 
media  and  what  they  actually 
heard.” 

And,  thus  far,  Goodwin 
asserted,  not  one  witness  is  able  to 
corroborate  Roy  Ogden’s 
testimony  concerning  a  fourth  at¬ 
tacker.  An  elderly  man  who  wat¬ 
ched  the  attack  from  a  bench  at  a 
bus  stop  across  the  street  agreed 
with  the  accused  teenagers  and 
their  two  female  companions  that 
three,  not  four,  young  men 
jumped  out  of  Mabry’s  car. 

GCN  asked  Goodwin  if  the 
deterrence  effect  engendered  by  a 
public  trial  for  murder  might  not 
have  justified  one,  even  if  it  ended 
in  manslaughter  convictions.  ‘‘We 
have,  in  effect,  had  a  public  trial,” 
he  replied,  ‘‘in  the  bindover  hear¬ 
ing.  A  trial  wouldn’t  add  anything 
to  what  has  already  been 
presented.  If  we  hadn’t  had  a  pub- 


to  file  complete  and  accurate 
financial  information.  GII  share¬ 
holders  were  shaken  up  by  this  ac¬ 
tion,  and  in  February  1984  elected 
two  new  officers  to  lead  the  com¬ 
pany  —  Bob  Dewise  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  and  A.L.  McCollum  of 
Phoenix,  Ariz. 

Throughout  1984,  the  threat  of 
further  SEC  action  affected  Gil’s 
stability,  and  when  the  suit  was 
finally  filed  on  August  23,  the 
company  quickly  settled.  A  per¬ 
manent  injunction  was  issued  bar¬ 
ring  GII  from  future  violations  of 
securities  laws  governing  filing  and 
registration.  The  decree  also 
spelled  out  specific  remedial  steps 
the  company  must  take  to  correct 
the  misinformation  generated  by 
its  earlier  business  practices. 

Among  the  steps  GII  must  take 
is  the  filing  of  an  annual  report 
with  the  SEC  within  75  days  of  the 
issuance  of  the  consent  decree,  the 
posting  of  an  information  package 
to  all  shareholders  about  the  com¬ 
pany’s  current  status,  and  the  ap¬ 
pointing  of  a  registered  stock 
transfer  agent. 

In  an  unusual  move,  the  consent 
decree  requires  the  company  to  file 
a  list  of  all  shareholders  with  the 
court.  SEC  attorney  Leonard  Rof- 
fen  attributed  this  requirement  to 
the  confusion  surrounding  the 
number  of  shareholders  engen¬ 
dered  by  the  dizzying  number  of 
stock  transfers  made  by  GII  of¬ 
ficers  and  agents.  GII  attorney 
Thad  M.  Turk  of  Albuquerque 
assured  GCN  that  the  company 
would  seek  to  keep  all  share¬ 
holders’  names  private. 

Both  Turk  and  attorney  David 
C.  Ripma,  who  represents  defen- 
dent  Cassidy,  expressed  con¬ 
fidence  in  the  new  management  of 
GII  and  in  the  future  of  the  com¬ 
pany.  Turk  stated  that  the  com¬ 
pany  hopes  to  study  and  develop 
some  of  the  ideas  its  promoters 
had  mentioned  earlier,  such  as  the 
gay  Club  Med  concept.  GII  also 
plans  to  “rethink”  its  directory 
business  to  see  how  to  make  it 
more  profitable.  Currently,  the 
directory  is  the  company’s  only 
asset. 

GII  also  faces  potential  lawsuits 
from  individual  shareholders.

lie  process  up  to  this  point,  a  trial 
would  have  more  value.” 

But  Mary  Kay  Gardner  is  not 
satisfied  by  the  public  process  of 
the  pre-trial  hearings.  ‘‘It’s  just 
not  every  day  that  someone  dies 
from  an  attack  like  this....  Some¬ 
how  I  wish  that  in  a  trial  someone 
could  act  out  the  part  of  the  man 
who  died  and  say,  ‘This  is  what 
I’m  missing  now.  My  life  is  gone.’ 
A  trial  would  allow  people  to  see 
what  happened  and  the  serious¬ 
ness  of  the  crime.” 

Both  Garrecht  and  Kasper  said 
their  faith  in  the  judicial  system  is 
shaken  and  the  atmosphere  in 
Bangor  is  tense  and  hostile.  Gar¬ 
recht  said  homophobic  remarks 
are  “all  over  the  place.” 

And  Kasper  described  it  this 
way:  “I  used  to  walk  down  the 
street  alone  at  night,  or  with  my 
lover.  We  don’t  walk  at  night  any 
more.  We’re  afraid  to.  I  don’t  feel 
justice  has  been  done  because  if  it 
had  been,  I’d  feel  safer.  I’d  feel 
that  yes,  there  are  people  there 
who  would  protect  me.” 

Kasper  said  the  Legal  Commit¬ 
tee  is  talking  of  initiating  an  on¬ 
going  anti-violence  project  and, 
perhaps,  a  program  “to  help  peo¬ 
ple  learn  how  to  protect  them¬ 
selves.  ’  ’  She  told  GCN  that  a  state¬ 
wide  seminar  would  be  held  next 
month  to  help  local  groups  deal 
with  anti-gay  and  lesbian  violence 
in  their  communities.

An  Intimate  Circle  of 
Friends

Charlotte  Cushman  —  super¬ 
star  of  the  nineteenth  century 
theatre  —  was  born  in  Boston’s 
North  End  in  1916.  “I  was  born  a 
tomboy,”  she  said  and  proceeded 
to  prove  it  time  and  time  again 
when  she  appeared  on  stage  in 
male  roles  and  again  in  her  per¬ 
sonal  life  where  she  ignored  many 
of  the  feminine  restraints  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  living  a  totally 
self-directed  and  unconventional 
life.  Much  of  Charlotte’s  off-stage 
life  was  spent  wooing  and  winning 
female  hearts  and  building  friend¬ 
ships  with  women  who,  like  her¬ 
self,  were  the  antithesis  of  proper 
Victorian  ladies.  By  publicly  keep¬ 
ing  just  enough  of  the  prevailing 
conventions,  these  women  insured 
a  measure  of  respectability  while 
privately  they  moved  in  an  in¬ 
timate  circle  of  friends  where  the 
rules  were  their  own,  female  con¬ 
formity  was  dismissed,  and  they 
found  protection  from  a  restrictive 
society. 


she  stumbled  over  an  old  woman 
clothed  in  rags  and  dying  alone, 
whom  she  dragged  back  to  her 
room,  put  to  bed  and  comforted 
through  a  long  night.  Gasping  a 
last  breath,  the  dying  woman  left 
Charlotte  all  her  wordly  goods  — 
only  the  pitiful  clothes  on  her  back 
—  but  perfect  for  the  role  of  Nan¬ 
cy  Sykes.  Dressed  in  the  grimy, 
patched  dress,  filthy  bonnet  and 
red  shoes,  Charlotte  added  a  great 
rusty  key  scratched  from  a  trash 
heap,  swept  on  stage  and  domi¬ 
nated  the  scene. 

After  years  of  grueling 
schedules,  followed  by  great  suc¬ 
cess,  Cushman  bought  a  home  in 


for  riding  to  the  hounds.  She 
formed  an  English  hunt  club  that 
rode  in  the  countryside  around 
Rome  and  there  established  her 
reputation  as  a  skilled  but  reckless 
rider  who  was  constantly  being 
thrown  in  her  effort  to  outride 
everyone  else.  In  the  night,  she 
regularly  rode  alone  through  the 
dark  city  streets,  causing  the 
charge  d’affaires  in  the  American 
consulate  to  offer  her  protection 
on  her  nocturnal  outings.  She 
laughed,  declined  the  help  and 
made  him  the  same  offer. 

This  aggressive  abandon  did  not 
touch  the  lives  of  other  couples 
like  the  Boston  sculptor,  Anne 


A  Place  in  the  Past

Harriet  Hosmer 

Unlike  other  well-known  nine¬ 
teenth  century  female  couples, 
these  women  approached  life  with 
a  fearless  enthusiasm  that  was  uni¬ 
que  for  Victorian  women.’  In  the 
case  of  Cushman,  determination 
and  fearlessness  helped  her  survive 
the  hardships  of  the  theatrical 
world  of  the  1800s.  Fleabag 
theatres  were  thrown  up  in  a  few 
weeks  and  burned  down  so  often 
that  some  actors  never  played 
twice  in  the  same  building.  What 
warmth  there  was  came  only  from 
entryway  stoves.  The  main  halls 
remained  unheated.  Plays  often 
changed  nightly  with  actors  strug¬ 
gling  to  remember  daily  scripts; 
costumes  were  designed  and 
brought  from  actors’  savings. 

When  Charles  Dickens’  Oliver 
Twist  was  adapted  for  the  stage, 
Charlotte  was  given  a  week  to 
learn  lines  and  assemble  a 
costume.  The  role  of  the  vulgar 
Nancy  Sykes  fell  to  Cushman  as 
punishment  by  a  vindictive  theatre 
manager.  As  disreputable  as  the 
character  was,  Charlotte  was 
determined  to  play  the  role  to  the 
hilt.  She  hurried  off  to  New  York’s 
Five  Points  slum,  a  hideously 
filthy  and  dangerous  neighbor¬ 
hood.  There  she  rented  a  room  at 
Mother  Hennessey’s  —  a  rooming 
house  catering  to  prostitutes  and 
down-and-out  people.  Roaming 
through  the  streets,  she  carefully 
studied  faces,  noting  gestures  and 
vocal  inflections  needed  to  play 
the  role  realistically.  In  a  saloon 


Rose  where  the  cost  of  living, 
cheap  skilled  labor  and  magnifi¬ 
cent  museums  drew  people  — 
especially  artists.  In  1852,  when 
Charlotte  was  36,  she  invited  the 
talented  young  Watertown  (Mass.) 
sculptor,  Harriet  Hosmer,  to  come 
live  at  her  spendid  Roman  villa 
situated  near  the  Spanish  Steppes. 
Hosmer  was,  by  nature,  a  wild 
woman  who  rode  like  the  wind,  was 
fond  of  practical  jokes  and  liked 
wearing  men’s  clothes.  She  was 
described  as  a  “charming  hybrid 
between  an  energetic  young  lady 
and  a  modest  lad. . .  She  carried  her 
spirited  head  with  a  manly  air.  Her 
broad  forehead  was  partially  shad¬ 
ed  with  short,  thick,  brown  curls 
which  she  often  tossed  aside  with 
her  fingers,  as  lads  do.” 

Courage  and  audacity, 
hallmarks  of  Hosmer’s  lifestyle, 
were  early  noted  by  her  physician 
father,  who,  sending  her  off  to  the 
famous  Miss  Sedgewick’s  Board¬ 
ing  School  at  Lenox,  lamented  the 
fact  that  Harriet  was  an  incorri¬ 
gible  child.  Sedgewick  replied,  “I 
have  a  reputation  for  training  wild 
colts  and  I  will  try  this  one.” 
However  successful  Miss  Sedge¬ 
wick’s  disciplines  had  been  with 
other  young  girls,  her  efforts  to 
reform  Harriet  failed;  Hosmer 
was,  to  the  end,  unladylike  and 
fearless  in  her  pursuits. 

Hosmer’s  exceptional  artistic 
abilitities  quickly  brought  fame, 
money  and  social  connections  that 
allowed  her  to  indulge  her  passion 


Whitney,  and  her  lifelong  painter 
companion,  Addie  Manning,  who 
also  lived  in  Italy  at  the  time  Har¬ 
riet  was  there.  These  women  em¬ 
braced  a  genteel  and  quiet  life¬ 
style,  more  in  keeping  with  old- 
line  WASPish  New  England 
values.  They  frowned  on  Harriet’s 
brash  behavior. 

Another  unusual  characteristic 
found  in  the  Cushman  group  was  a 
fondness  for  wearing  men’s 
clothes.  Although  not  all  the 
“emancipated  ladies’’  in 
Cushman’s  circle  were  considered 
“manny,”  Harriet  Hosmer, 
Cushman,  and  her  friend  Eliza 
Cook,  a  British  poet,  did  cross- 
dress.  When  Cushman  pulled 
down  a  neat  profit  on  the  London 
stage,  she  bought  matching  outfits 
for  herself  and  Eliza  which  were 
made  in  a  “masculine  style  — 
tight-fitting  bodice,  lapelied, 
showing  shirt  front  and  ruffles.” 

Eliza  Cook  is  described  as  short 
and  dumpy,  sporting  a  boyish 
hairstyle,  and  given  to  throwing 
her  feet  up  on  the  fireplace  fenders 
and  calling  out  for  another  beer. 
Cushman’s  mother  and  close 
friends  were  unsympathetic  to 
Charlotte’s  penchant  for  wearing  a 
man’s  collar,  cravat  and  Welling¬ 
ton  boots  in  private  life.  As  to  her 
roaming  all  over  the  countryside 
with  her  odd  friend,  Eliza,  they 
were  plainly  distressed  and  disap¬ 
proving.  In  fact,  Cushman’s  fami¬ 
ly  never  approved  of  her  intimate 
friendships  with  women  and, 
although  they  tried  to  ignore  the 
closeness  of  these  relationships, 
Charlotte  made  no  bones  about 
the  feelings  she  had  for  her  long¬ 
time  companions. 

Cushman  also  liked  cross¬ 
dressing  on  the  stage  and  her  great 
success  playing  Romeo  (opposite 
her  sister,  Susan)  caused  the 
fashion  to  extend  throughout  the 
century  much  to  the  consternation 
of  the  critics.  Her  booming  voice, 
large  frame  and  unattractiveness 
made  her  seem  “real”  to  au¬ 
diences,  perhaps  even  more  “real” 
than  the  celebrated  Edwin  Booth 
whom  she  found  a  “mere  willow.” 
In  his  role  as  Macbeth,  she  thought 
his  acting  delicate  and  pushed  and 
scolded  him  on  to  a  forceful  stage 
murder.  Booth  is  reported  to  have 
said,  “Why  don’t  you  kill  him? 
You’re  a  great  deal  bigger  than  I 
am.”  Several  days  later,  she 
squeezed  into  one  of  Booth’s  bor¬ 
rowed  costumes  and  played 
Hamlet  in  what  she  described  as  an 
amazing  performance.  The 
Philadelphia  critics  disagreed, 
however,  finding  a  large  woman  in 
her  forties  playing  the  prince  a  bit 
much. 

Although  the  friends  kicked  up 
their  heels  together,  dressing  in 
masculine  clothes  and  enjoying  a 
fast  life  filled  with  late-night  par-

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To  Life,  an  AIDS  video 

Positive  Personal  Profiles

AIDS  continues  to  be  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  a  media  blitz  of  sorts, 
although  a  much  more  useful  and 
accurate  account  than  the  mass 
media  hysteria  that  we  suffered 
over  a  year  ago.  Important  as  that 
episode  may  have  been  in  raising 
public  consciousness  and  spurring 
on  research,  the  overall  tone  of  the 
coverage  created  an  irrational  and 
unnecessary  backlash  against  gay 
men  and,  by  association,  lesbians. 

The  current  wave  of  media  at¬ 
tention,  on  television  at  least,  con¬ 
sists  of  longer  and  more  thought¬ 
ful  presentations  which  incorpo¬ 
rate  more  fact  than  rumor.  PBS’s 
somewhat  hastily  assembled  docu¬ 
mentary,  AIDS:  Profile  of  an 
Lpidemic,  was  the  most  complete 
and  up-to-date  presentation  of  the 
scientific  and  medical  facts  about 
AIDS,  although  in  its  attempt  to 
be  even-handed  the  program  failed 
to  deal  with  the  effects  AIDS  has 
had  specifically  on  the  gay 
community. 

While  To  Life  is  not  a  film  you 
should  go  to  for  the  latest  scientific 
and  medical  information,  film¬ 
maker  Susan  Fleischmann  suc¬ 
ceeds  where  Profile  of  an 
Epidemic  failed:  To  Life  provides 
us  with  the  “human  facts”  about 
how  people  cope  with  AIDS.  The 
film  profiles  three  men  whose  lives 


have  been  changed  by  AIDS.  Bob 
Andrews  is  a  volunteer  with  the 
AIDS  Action  Committee.  He 
became  involved  in  the  fight 
early,  and  now  finds  himself  diag¬ 
nosed  with  •  the  AIDS  Related 
Complex.  This  means  he  has  been 
exposed  to  the  AIDS  virus  but 
shows  none  of  the  opportunistic 
infections.  Scientists  really  have 
no  idea  what  this  means  since 
some  of  the  men  with  ARC  have 
comedown  with  AIDS,  and  some, 
so  far  at  least ,  have  not .  What  does 
this  mean  for  the  people  who  have 
that  diagnosis?  Bob  Andrews  tells 
us  what  his  experience  has  been. 

Jim  Carleton  and  Howard  Dill 
are  two  men  with  AIDS,  each  cop¬ 
ing  with  it  in  a  different  way.  The 
documentary  gives  us  a  glimpse  in¬ 
to  their  lives.  Jim  talks  about  his 
problem  with  finances,  which  re¬ 
quires  him  to  rely  on  Social  Securi¬ 
ty  to  pay  his  rent,  food  and  other 
bills  —  a  struggle  faced  by  many 
gay  men  with  AIDS.  We  watch  as 
Jim  gives  himself  an  injection  of 
interferon,  part  of  his  treatment. 
(Though  this  scene  is  not  for  the 
squeamish,  it  is  part  of  Jim’s 
reality.) 

In  another  scene,  Howard 
elegantly  and  deftly  prepares  din¬ 
ner  for  friends.  We  are  absolutely 
fascinated  watching  him  slice  vege¬ 


tables  as  he  describes  what  sounds 
like  a  re-birth  and  renewal.  He 
talks  with  the  zeal  of  a  born-again 
Christian,  whose  crisis  has  made 
him  appreciate  his  life,  his  friends 
and  his  energy  for  the  first  time. 

A  few  minor  quibbles  about  the 
film.  The  portrait  of  Andrews  is 
too  long,  sometimes  redundant, 
and  we  are  left  to  think,  for  a 
while,  that  he  has  a  full-blown  case 
of  AIDS,  rather  than  ARC.  The 
overall  tone  of  the  film  is  perhaps  a 
bit  too  positive  and  takes  on  a  pro- 
pagandistic  feel  sometimes.  We 
need  to  know  about  men  who  are 
not  coping  as  well,  which  is  part  of 
the  reality,  and  necessary  to 
generate  help  and  energy  from  the 
rest  of  the  community. 

The  film  was  made  for  the  Cable 
Access  Corporation  (part  of  Bos¬ 
ton’s  cable  system)  in  association 
with  the  Studio  No  Collective.  It 
suffers  slightly  from  using  less 
than  the  best  video  equipment,  but 
it  does  suggest  the  promise  of  local 
access  cable:  free  equipment,  an 
opportunity  for  local  people  to 
learn  how  to  work  with  television, 
and  a  chance  for  local  cable 
viewers  to  meet  their  neighbors,  in 
this  case,  neighbors  with  AIDS.

ties  and  close  relationships,  there 
was  occasional  turmoil  within  the 
group.  The  same  kind  of  interper¬ 
sonal  intrigue  that  goes  on  in  to¬ 
day’s  lesbian  communities  was 
also  problematic  in  Cushman’s 
group. 

Cushman  had  created  a  strong, 
intimate  bond  with  the  British  ac¬ 
tress  Matilda  Hays.  In  1849, 
Charlotte,  searching  for  a  replace¬ 
ment  for  her  actress  sister,  found 
an  eager  pupil  in  the  feminine 
Matilda  who  had  come  knocking 
on  the  door.  She  took  Matilda  off 
on  tour,  coaching  her  in  all  the 
familiar  roles,  planning  her 
theatre  debut  and  cementing  a 
romantic  unit  that  Elizabeth  Bar¬ 
rett  Browning  called  a  “female 
marriage.”  “She  and  Miss  Hays 
hatfe  made  vows  of  celibacy  and  of 
eternal  attachment  to  each  other 
—  they  live  together,  dress  alike.” 
Alas,  the  wished-for  permanence 
of  the  union  between  Charlotte 
and  Matilda  was  cruelly  shattered 
in  the  spring  of  1853  when  the  new 
housemate  at  the  Italian  villa, 
Harriet  Hosmer,.  enticed  and  ad¬ 
vanced  on  Matilda.  In  the  splendid 
.rooms  of  her  mentor’s  home  — 
where  she  lived  rent-free  —  Har¬ 
riet  stole  Matilda’s  heart  and 
formed  an  attachment  that  left 
Charlotte  angry  and  grief- 
stricken.  In  spite  of  Harriet’s 
casual  flirtation  and  Matilda’s 
subsequent  departure  for 
England,  Cushman  and  Hosmer 
remained  friends  and  continued  to 
help  each  other  professionally  and 
personally. 

Within  the  circle,  this  continuing 
helpfulness  and  support  for  each 
other  surpassed  the  little  intrigues 
and  occasional  bitter  moments. 
When  Charlotte  ran  into  financial 
difficulty,  losing  money  because 
of  the  theft  of  funds  by  an 
unscrupulous  financial  manager, 
it  was  dear  old  “Hatty”  (Harriet 
Hosmer)  who  led  her  to  the  safety 
of  an  honest  money  manager.  And 
later  it  was  Charlotte  who,  passing 
through  London,  began  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  against  the  London  Art 
Journal  for  irresponsibly  reporting 
that  Harriet’s  huge  statue  of 
“Zenobia”  had  actually  been 
sculpted  by  one  of  the  studio 
workmen. 

Although  the  London  Art  Jour¬ 
nal  had  printed  the  allegation,  the 
rumor  had  been  created  by  the 
jealous  expatriate  sculptor,  Joseph 
Mozier,  who  was  part  of  the 
powerful  male  art  colony.  The

male  artists  jealously  guarded  their 
profession  and  disliked  female  en¬ 
croachment  into  a  profitable 
trade.  After  all,  Harriet’s  small 
statues  of  Puck  sold  for  $1000 
each,  and  thirty  of  them  were  pur¬ 
chased  as  quickly  as  she  could  turn 
them  out.  The  acknowledged 
leader  of  the  male  art  community 
was  the  stuffy  Bostonian,  William 
Wetmore  Story,  who  particularly 
disliked  Charlotte.  The  combina¬ 
tion  of  Story’s  bitter  feeling  for 
Cushman  and  the  other  artists’ 
jealousy  towards  the  women  in 
general,  contributed  to  a  real 
economic  and  social  threat  for  the 
women  and  caused  an  even  tighter 
bond  to  form  among  them.  It 
wasn’t  forgotten  that  Story  was 
powerful,  chauvinistic  and  in¬ 
terested  in  actively  promulgating 
morality  among  the  expatriates. 
Story  and  his  companions  had 
shown  their  teeth  before  when  they 
had  formed  a  court  of  inquiry  to 
investigate  the  unmentionable  in¬ 
discretion  of  the  American  artist, 
Louise  Lander.  The  poor  woman 
had  been  found  guilty  and  was 
ostracized  from  society. 

Cushman’s  circle  of  friends 
flourished  —  in  part  because  the 
participants  needed  a  supportive 
female  community  that  would 
stand  steady  against  the  rancor  of 


the  male  artists,  but  also  because 
the  women  within  the  group 
possessed  a  unique  ability  to  at¬ 
tract  commissions.  All  of  the 
women  were  exceptionally 
talented  and  they  held  the  same 
values  of  hard-driving  ambition 
and  a  desire  to  move  within  power¬ 
ful  social  circles.  They  were 
unconventional  in  manners  and 
dress  and  they  burned  through  life 
with  a  tremendous  energy.  They 
worked  to  be  the  best  they  could 
be.
